So the elaque at the Vienna Opera has to 20, 
ax being inconsistent with the National Socialist 
concept of culture.

‘The elaque dates. from’ classical’ times, snd. 
is on record that Nero, fine artist as he’ elaime: 
to be, never failed to make sure that his efforts 
should have all the applause consistent with his 
dignity as an artict-omperor. When he perform= 
fed he was greeted by an encomium chanted by 
a choir of five thousand soldiers. It was. the 
recollection of this in the sixteenth rentury 
that “led Jean Daurat, the French poet, to 
develop the idea into ‘what has now become 
the claque. Buying up a number of tickets for 
Ja performance of one of his plays, he kave 
them away free to people who’ promised 
publicly to express their’ appreciation. ‘The 
Practice was continued, but in 1620 Mf, Sauton 
opened an ofice for the regular supply of 
felaquers. “In ten years it had become quite an 
Institution, and theatrical managers frequently 
sought to “put a play over" by Hiring a number 
fof these people to briag about an impression 
fof stiecess.

Chinese troops. ‘The Japanese at- 
tempt to clear the Tientsin-Pukow 
Railway of Chinese troops, he said, 
had failed so far. Even if they suc- 
ceeded, he added, the Shansi situa- 
Hon would be repeated in Shantung.

During the evening some 600 Chi- 
nese troops, headed by a large mill- 
fury band, paraded through the 
streets carrying banners and singing 
patriotic songs, while the roads were 
Thronged with happy citizens throw. 
ing. streamers and carrying coloured 
Janterns. 

‘While these celebrations were 
going on, General Chiang Kai-shek 
SSsued a elreular telegram to all the 
‘armed forees of China and to civilians 
throughout the nation warning them 
that “this. is still not the time for 
rejoleings.” He hoped they would not 
be overwhelmed by the news of the 
victory, he said, but remember, more 
than ever the’ seriousness of the 
national crisis. 


Nine Months Recalled 


Nine months had elapsed since: 
China. took up arms inher self 
Gefence, the telegram went on, and 
uring that period the sacrifices of 
the armed forces had been most gal- 
lant, while the sufferings of the 
fivilian population had been most 
heart-rending. Fortunately, it con- 
tinued, the Chinese people had 
@eveloped through hard’ work and 
the difficulties they had endured an 
undaunted spirit, 

The success at Talerchwang is 
concrete manifestation of this spirit, 
‘cclared ‘the Generalissimo. “How-

‘A GOOD BUDGET 


Aprit 6. 

‘The municipal Budget to be submitted for 
the approval of ratepayers at their annual 
yoneral meeting next Wednesday has beet 
drawn up with a keen eye to the realities vf] 
} the ‘situation in which the International 
Settlement finds itself, It provides for an 
ordinary’ Income of | $22,160,680 and an 
ordinary expenditure, inclusive of education, 
estimated at $24,809,020, leaving un estimated| 
deficit of $2,042,940. ' ‘The extraordinary] 
budget shiows ‘extraordinary income for the| 
year placed at $14,591,300, and an extraor-| 
dinary expenditure, after including the deficit 
of $0,613,400 brought forward from the] 
extraordinary budget of 1937, and providing] 
for capital outlay and emergency require 
ments amounting ba $2,148,570 for the deficit 
‘on the ordinary budget for 1938 of $2,642,940] 
‘and for loan Redemption Sinking Fund and 
Pension Fund allocations totalling $3,002,560] 
amounting to $14,497,370, from which’ it will 
be seen that the Council anticipates a surplus: 
to be carried forward to the following year| 
of $93,930. ‘Thus while the ordinary income 














greater than last, the extraordinary ex-| 
penditure will have been reduced by some 
$10,000,000 while income will be approxi 
mately $3,000,000 less, It is a far ery from| 
those days when the ratepayers of Shanghai 
solemly debated the passing of a budget of 
less than half a lakh of taels, and, in com- 
Parison, the figures of nowadays present} 
‘almost ‘astronomical proportions. But then 
so does 1 comparigon of the size of the In- 
ternational Settlement, its population and the| 
enormous energy it now displays. Never 
theless it is an astonishing fact that this great 
city during the coming twelve months will be 
administered for no’ greater a sum than 
£1,200,000 approximately. It speaks, well 
for'those in control of the municipal purse} 
strings that they contemplate being able to] 
‘manage on so comparatively small a sum,| 
and if the expectations which have dictated 
the formulation of the present budget are 
fulfilled the city’s finances should be 
healthy state at the end af the year. That, 
it is to be hoped, will eventuate, though it 
would be folly to assume that there is now 
no more danger of untoward developments 














which might have an adverse effect upon the’ 


situation. 


A review of the decreases which have been} 


made in this Budget show that some very’ 
drastic cutting has been indulged in. There is 
much to be said for the doctrine of eutting one's| 
coat to suit one’s cloth, but the dimensions of] 
the reductions which’ have been made, in| 
some eases, convey the unhappy impression| 
that, perhaps, it has been done too drastically. 
‘Thus with regard to the police force, the ap- 
ropriation under the heading of Foreign Pay} 
‘and Allowances is no less than $325,000 below 
the figure of last year; a decrease of $1, 
930 in the appropriation for the Public Works| 
Department, and a decrease for the Health| 
Department of almost a lakh. ‘There have,| 
it is true been. some increases in vther de-| 
partments, but the net result is that ordinary’ 
expenditure has been reduced by approxi- 
mately fourteen lakhs, With regard to the| 
Police so substantial a slash must of necessity, 
be regarded with some misgiving. Shortly] 
after pay cuts“had been introduced last year, 
the Police Force responded to calls arising] 
out of the outbreak of hostilities in a manner} 
which earned the admiration of the whole] 
community. It was ironic that the men| 
should have had their pay reduced just prior] 
to a period of hard work and much personal] 
danger, and there can be little doubt about} 
it that if it were possible to restore their] 
salaries to the former level such a proposition 
would receive much enthusiastic support, 
‘The Police, the public health and the public 
Works are services essential to the well-being, 
of any large community such as Shanghai, 
fand practically the whole of the net redu 
In expenditure is covered by the reductions! 
effected in connection with those departments, 
Increases and decreases with regard to the! 
other departments practically balance out, and 
the impression is unavoidable that” the| 
essential services may have been called upon] 
to make sucriflees which may prove to be too| 
reat when all the circumstances come to be| 
considered. It is hoped that this will not be| 
the case, and that as times return to normal 
the customary provisions will again be made| 
for these departments, 


So long that this Budget is accepted as an 
expedient necessitated by all that has hap- 
pened during the last eight months, itis 
wholly acceptable, but if it is desired to 
estaz"ish it as a precedent for the future it 
most certainly is nol. ‘This journal, while| 
thoroughly sympathizing'with the reasons for 
reorganization of the Public Works Depart- 
ment, for example and readily accepting the 
assurance of the Commissioner that it will not| 
impalr the standard of any essential service, 
cannot but regret that it has been found 
necessary to reduce the staff in the way it 
has. Prudence has undoubtedly dictated| 
such a course, but there is such a thing as 
being too cautious. ‘The real test of any’ 
reorganization within the municipal service 
is not whether it is capable of performing its 
functions under present conditions, but 
whether it is being maintained in such a 
stale as fo be easily capable of meeting the 
demands which will be made upon it when 
Shanghai is permitted 10 set about its own| 
rehabilitation. ‘That is the main consideration 
which has to be borne in mind. If the 
‘municipal service is reduced to such an extent 
that when that time comes it is inadequate 
fo handle the situation, if the to 
normality is thereby 
prudence may be completely negative.” It is| 
not suggested that the framers of the Budget 
did not have this in mind. It is, however, 
necessary for the ratepayers themselves. 16 
realize that there is a minimum below which 
the service should not be reduced. That, it 
is believed, is being approached now, and it 
is eminently desirable that any plans tor 
further retrenchment should be scrutinized 
with the greatest care. That is no criticism 
Of the present proposals; as has already been 
remarked the Budget has been framed with: 
a full view of the realities, and as such must 
be welcomed. Shanghai has, however, to be| 
concerned with future possibilities. and it 
would be unwise if too great a caution now.

JAPAN’S LATEST PROTEST } 
April 7. 
IL is somewhat dificult at the moment to 
perceive the exact implications of the Japanese 
protest to M. Litvinoft concerning the use of 
Soviet planes in support of the Chinese armies. 
It is apparent that considerable damage was 
done to the Chinese air force in the early 
days of the hostilities, and it was only to be 
expected that the Chinese Government would| 
do everything within its power to repair the 
damage done. “It naturally looked for re- 
placements and found that a portion of her 
needs could be met from Russia, in just the 
same manner as other of her ‘needs were 
supplied from other ‘countries. ‘There is! 
nothing in the present state of affairs to| 
prevent China purehasing war material in 
whatever market may be open to her. Japan| 


‘ai may, by naval and military means, scek to 


prevent those supplies reaching China, but no| 
international guilt attaches either to the pur-| 
chaser or the vendor ; they are both doing 
what they have every right to do in view 
of all the circumstances. It has been well 
Known for some months past that Russian 
fiers were assisting the Chinese, flying 
Russian planes. ‘The suggestion has been| 
made that an arrangement has been come to| 
between the National Government and Soviet 
Russia whereby the latter had agreed to 
provide material_on terms which have not! 
been divulged. The arrangement may prove! 
to be an unfortunate one, but if it is, Japan| 
hhas only herself to thank. While Japan had’ 
Knowledge of the fucts she did not possess 
proof until recently, when an aeroplane was| 
‘shot down and one of its occupants, a Russian, 
was captured and brought to Shanghai. ‘That| 
amounted to proof upon whieh the Japanese! 
Government considered it advisable {o render 
the strong protest which has been registered 
with the Soviet Commissar for Foreign Affairs, 
‘The gravamen of the complaint appears to be 
ot that Moscow has been supplying acro- 
planes 10 China, but that they, or at least 
some of them, are being flown and fought 
by Russian citizens. 

M. Litvinof in rejecting the protest denied 
all knowledge of the pilot who had been 
taken prisoner. ‘That is to be taken as a 
diplomatic denial only, for on the known] 
facts concerning conditions in Russia it is| 
impossible to believe that the Russian aviators} 
who have left their own country to fight for} 
China did not do so with the full knowledge 
‘and consent of the Soviet Government. It 
may even be that they did so on direet orders. 
Should that prove to be the case their status] 
is somewhat different from those men of| 
other nationalities who have volunteered to} 
serve China in the alr. The Japanese spokes 
man in Tokyo makes it quite plain that that 
is the belief of the Tokyo government, for| 
hho alleges that it has become clear that the 
Sovict Government “sent officers and soldiers] 
ta China in order to have them join directly) 
in the operations of the Chinese.” Colour is 
ent to that contention by the information| 
which has reached Shanghai from Hankow to 
the effect that the Russian flying contingent} 
‘maintains its identity as an independent unit, 
having no relations with the other portions of 
the Chinese air force, and, from all accounts, 
aceepling 10 orders except from superiors of| 
their own nationality. ‘That places _the| 
Japanese protest in somewhat different light. 
It is not a protest so much against individual 
Russians flying Russian machines for the| 
Chinese, but the operation of what amounts| 
toa Russian unit in assisting the Chinese air} 
forces. It may be a very small unit ; reports 
suggest that to be the case, but in view of 

in Russia, the compleic| 
1e government maintains over| 
the actions of it people, the Japanese may be| 
forgiven if they assume that these men in 
fact reprosent a military unit despatched to| 
help the Chinese. That in their yes would’ 
amount to military intervention on the part 
of Russia, and when it is understood that the! 
Japanese’ have protested on what to thom| 
must appear to be a matter of principle the! 
reason for their action becomes the more ap- 
parent. 

Tt remains to be seen what step Japan can| 
next take following M. Litvinofi's rejection of| 
the protest. The spokesman in Tokyo  is| 
‘quoted by Domei as saying that “such patched 
up explanations by the Soviet Government! 
fare now out of the question.” If that means} 
anything at all, and it is doubtful whether it 
does, it must mean that Japan will be pre-| 
pared to take action against Soviet Russia. 
‘That does not st the mament look likely. The 
Japanese have just about as much as they ean 
handle in China without indulging in other and) 
very: extensive commitments. Overt hostilities 
would have two effects. One would be to} 
‘engage huge Japanese forces in Manchoukuo| 
‘nd perhaps in Mongolia, while Moscow 
‘would then undoubtedly make common cause| 
with China and supply her with war material 
fon an even greater scale than she has up| 
to the present. Tt would pay her to do so, 
for the more Japanese forces held in China| 
the less available in the north. ‘That would) 
not serve Japan's interests, for as the struggle 
progresses in Shantung and along the Lunghai| 
Railway it is being demonstrated that the| 
Chinese have been fighting with just the same 
determination as they did around Shanghai, 
‘and that the Japanese forces have not yet 
Succeeded in aitaining that ascendency which| 
should give them early victory. At the same 





































































‘There have been more than sufficient reayons 
for going to war with Russia in the past, and 
in times when Japan was less preoccupied 
than she is at the present time. ‘There may 
be a considerable firming up of the Japanese 
altitude towards Moscow, but the probabi- 
lilies are distinctly against anything more 
than that happening at the present juncture. 
That is quite likely the reason why M. 
Litvinoft’s rejection of the protest. was so 
emphatic. 





THE BIBLE IN CHINA 


Apri 8 

On August 6, 1586, the’ life of one of the 
seatest_men who ever contributed to. the 
spiritual welfare of England. came to a tur~ 
Dulent end. William ‘Tyndale, transtator of 
the New Testament and the Pentateuch, 
wanted by Henry VIII for spreading sedition 
in England, who had sought refuge in the 
Netherlands, was betrayed by one he thought 
4 friend, lodged in Vilvorde Castle, six miles 
from Brussels, where despite’ the energetic 
steps taken’ to preserve his life, he was 
tried and condemned as a heretic, was 
strangled at the stake and his body ‘burnt. 
‘Two years and a month later the following 
Royal Injunction was issued :— 

“You shall provide on this side of the Feast 
of Baster next coming, one book of the whole 
Bible of the largest volume, in Enilish, a 
the ‘same set up in some. convenient ‘place 
within the sald’ church that you have “eare 
ff, where your parishioners. may. most com. 
modiously resort to. the samo. and read it 
the charges of whieh book shall be rateably 
borne. between” you, the. parson, and. the 
parishioners aforesaid...» You shall discour 
‘ge, no man, privily or apart, from. the 
Teading of the hearing of the said Bible, but 
shail “express” provoke, stir and exhort 
every person {o read the same, as that Which 
Is the very tively Word of Goa’ 

In that “whole Bible of the largest volume” 
Was “Incorporated the works of William 
‘Tyndale, His ashes wore scattered in the 
Netheflands, but two years later his spirit 
triumphed in the land of his birth. Tt matters 
not why Henry VIIT decided to issue his Royal 
Injunction; the dissemination of ‘Tyndale’s 
translations but two brief years before had 
been an act of sedition. ‘The policies of kings 
and governments frequently change, which Is, 
Perhaps, a good thing for mankind, and in this 
instance the reorientation of that monarch's 
policy regarding religion had the: profoundest 
fffect upon the spiritual character of the 
people he so blessed. Groen, in his “Shorter 
History of the English People" deseribes the 
freat change that eame about —

every Englishman; it was read at churches 
find read at home and everywhere; its words, 
as they fell on vars whieh custom had not 

eadened to thei: foree and ‘beauty, kindled 

a" starting enthusiasm” 
The English had been given free access to 
the Bible and in the churches where those 
reat tomes were placed, would gather the 
iterate to. hear those more happily placed 
read from the source of wisdom those glorious 
ppassages which have through the four cen= 
turies become 90. familiar as to be even 
somewhat commonplace. 

Tt is not necessary to follow the entrancing 
history of the Bible during the four hundred 
years which have nearly. elapsed sinee the 
issuance of that famous Royal Injunction, oF 
to trace the manner in which this vitalizing 
force has spread throughout the world. Ime 
mediate concern is with the annual report of 
the China Ageney of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society and the American Bible Society. 
During the year with which that report deals 
the two societies decided to combine their 
forges and function as a single central or 
ganization temporarily called The China Bible 
House. From December 1, 1936 to November 
30, 1937, 62,837 Bibles, 62,808 Now ‘Testaments 
and 4,619,450 portions were issued in China, 
4 total of 4,744,180. And now with these 
figures in mind it is necessary to recall some- 
what of the history of the Bible in China. 
Robert Morrison, of the London Missionary: 
Society, landed in Canton on Septomber 7, 
1907. » Assisted by William Milne, he trans- 
lated the whole of the Bible into'Wenli, the 
literary form of Chinese. This was published 
by the British and Foreign Bible Society in 
1825. Nine years later the Rev. EC. 
Bridgman appealed t0 the United States for 
means to prepare and cireulate the Christian 
Scriptures and two years later the American 
Bible Society made its first_ appropriation 
towards this end. So for more than one 
Thundred years the two organizations have 
been busily preparing and. distributing the 
Chinese translations of the Bible, and while 
the figures are not available, it is apparent, 
from those given representing last year’s ac 
tivities, that an enormous number of Bibles, 
New Testaments or portions must have reach 
fed Chinese hands. The tiny brook which 
commenced flowing in 1823 has grown. to a 
Inighty river, and is affording a. wonderful 
example of how that small’ acorn which 
‘Tyndale planted has grown to an oak the 
branches of which have spread into all lands. 
‘The disputes of Henry VIII with the Church 
‘of Rome have had a far-reaching effoct of 
‘which he probably never dreamed, rior would 
have understood if indeed he had ‘done so. 













































































time it is very doubtful whether the Japanese 
will do more than register their protest. 
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‘The world has seen much trouble since the 
‘Scriptures came to be printed in the common 
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tongue, ‘There have been times when it would 
seem that the Christian religion could hardly 
survive the catastrophes which have befallen 
‘the nations ; the processes of faith have never} 
been completed hindered, but have shown 
‘amazing growth despite all the factors which 
have operated against them. There are those 
who doubt the divine inspiration of the! 
Scriptures, who regard them as nothing more| 
than a very matter of fact history, embellished | 
swith some very beautiful tales ‘and morals. 
But the tree has to be judged by its fruits, 
land who is there {0 say that these latter are 
not good? The reinforcement of belief, in 
which the Bible has so frequently proved most 
potent, the spread of faith, the consolation 
‘which these writings have given to the spiri- 
tually depressed, all form the harvest that has 
resulted from the seed which quickened four 
hundred years ago. ‘The report of the China 
Bible House under consideration suggests that] 
these processes are being carried out even 
now in China, that the Word is still having] 
its effect in influencing the lives of many of 
‘the people it is reaching in this country. It 
is believed that this combination of the British 
and American societies will sooner or later| 
ead to, the ereation of an indigenous Bible 
Society. ‘That for the moment has been 
yendered impracticable by the outbreak of 
hostilities, though tis apparent that 
there should be no division of the work, 
Dut that a new society to which the 
Parent Societies would give spiritual and 
material assistance would have the effect of! 
removing the somewhat competitive divisions 
of the past, and secure a unity of effort which 
‘should tend to greater efficiency. That has 
{for the moment been delayed by the outbreak. 
‘of hostilities last July. It is to be hoped that 
wher conditions again return to normal, the 
work of spreading the Gospel through’ the 
written word will be cohtinued with all its 
former energy and enthusiasm, for the results 
of the past augur well for something even 
better in the future, with the steady growth 
of Christianity in this country and all the 
benefits it can bestow.

‘A careful comparison of the latest Japanese 
Consul communication on the subject of the 
greater participation by the Japanese in the 
Administration of the International» Settle- 
ment, with the Munteipal Council's reply to 
the original requests of January 4 of this year 
shows that the parties are really not so far 
apart as it would seem at first blush. The 
difterences seem to be in the matter of 
approaching thie subject, and it may roughly 
be stated by pointing out that whereas the 




















Council has been at all times thoroughly: 
imbued with the internationality of the! 
Settlement and its administration, the! 


tendency of the Japanese during recent years 
has been to urge their ease from the some~ 
what narrow standpoint of their own 
nationality. That this is true may be seen 
from the repeated insistence upon the phrase 
“Japanese interests" with relation to the 
demands concerning the Municipal Police 
Force. ‘Thus in paragraph 2 of the 
Memorandum attached to the Japanese 
Consulate’s latest letter on the subject it is 
hoped that a Japanese officer will be im 
mediately appointed Special Deputy Com- 
missioner....and have the authority to| 
command and supervise the whole Japanese 
Staff, and to participate, — representing| 
Japanese Interests, in the general administra~ 
tion of the Municipal Police. Paragraph 4 
hoped that forthwith Japanese officers. will 
be placed in charge of Police Stations which 
have much to-do with Japanese «interests, 
ete, while Paragraph 5. further expressed 
the’ hope that the authorized Japanese 
strength will be augmented in view of the 
prospect that matters relating to Japanese 
interests will rapidly increase in magnitude 
and iniportance in the near future. ‘The 
effect of the Japanese letter is again to 
emphasize earlier demands, and point is 
fadded to the memorandum by the Japanese 
Consul's expression of deep regret at finding 
the Munieipal Councit could not sce fit 10 
accede 0 some of the Japanese proposals. 

‘The Council's proposals of March 18 went| 
a very long way towards meeting Japanese 
ispirations, They amounted to a concession 
of the right of equal participation in the 
affairs of the Police force, removing any 
distinetions between the Japanese and other 
foreign members of the ‘force, In some 
directions the Council was unable to go the 
‘hole ‘way ‘with the Japanese and in this 
they: have the hearty support of this journal. 
1 needs to be made perfectly clear that this 
‘continual insistence upon Japanese interests 
in connection with the Potice Force in parti 
cular, and the whole of the Municipal Ser~ 
vice in general, can be looked at in only one 
‘way. “Employees ‘of whatever nationality 
Joining the couneil’s service, join an inter~ 
hratfonal body. governed by an international 
constitution, To talk of special national 
interests and to insist upon the existence of 
suich, 1s {0 belie the whole foundation of this 
Settlement. Thus in the Police force _ the’ 
members sare -members of an_ international 
body. ‘That a large proportion of them 
happen to be British descends from those 
days when the Japanese had neither the 
Gesire nor the ability participate in it. 
It is a_ relic of the original constitution 
bf the area south of the Soochow Creek and 
there is mo Feason why it should not be 























modified. That is a far ery, however, from 
adopting the principle of special interests in 
special districts, though with the  doctrine| 
that the force in any division should be co 
composed as adequately to deal with ques~ 
tions arising from the presence of large 
numbers of a particular nationality amongst 
its residents, there must be agreement, Tt) 
cannot be taken any further than that, ‘There| 
can be no agreement with the contention 
that because of the presence of large nuni~ 
bers of Japanese residents in certain dis~ 
triets the police administration shall be in 
any way—save, perhaps, for modification 
in the nationality of the personnel—different 
from that in other areas where the same 
conditions do not apply. To accept any such 
contention would be to pave the way for an 
ultimate betrayal of the internationality of 
the whole body, and to bring about condi- 
tions which could do nothing but contribute 
towards disunion and consequently ineffi- 
ciency. 

Apart from the difference Ii manner of 
approaching this problem between the Muni- 
cipal Couneil and the Japanese authorities, 
there is also a question of timing. “It would 
be inadvisable, even in face of the con~ 
cessions which the Couneil made in its 
communication of March 18, to embark on 
a programme of change too hurriedly. It is 
plain from the conditions prevailing in Shang 
hai, prior to and during the hostilities, that 
the men who are to be selected to fill very 
important positions will need very special 
qualifications. Capable administration in a 
Japanese police force in Japan need not 
necessarily qualify a Japanese for holding 
a similar position in this city. The whole 
administration of the International Settle- 
ment, as well as its constitution, is oceidental 
in concept. It is different in many important 
points from the system prevailing in Japan 
‘and it {s apparent that any Japanese officers 
drafted into the Municipal Police Force 
‘would have a great deal to unlearn and as: 
much to learn. The immediate and forth 
with changes, which the Japanese authorities: 
hope in their communication will be made, 
fare not so easy to effect on that score alone, 
and it is obvious that there will have to 
a transitional period. ‘The policy of festi 
lente is clearly indicated. It is for these 
reasons that it is contended that the Muni- 
cipal Council has gone as far as it possibly’ 
can at the moment, and from the corres- 
pondence which has passed between it and 
the Japanese consular authorities it is clear 
that’ the problem has been approached by 
the former in a spirit of reasonableness 
which the latter might with general 
advantage to this International Settlement 
—for it still is international—even now 
care to adopt. It is not too late to hope that 
they will do. so. ‘There is no reason to) 
believe that the Japanese authorities desire: 
to do anything which might disrupt the 
‘eMficiency of an excellent service, but there 
ig always that grave danger if, in cireum- 
stances such as prevail here, changes too) 
sudden and too drastic are made. 

















SHANGHAIS HARBOUR 
Aprit 11. 


‘The result of considerable investigation 
into the condition of the Whangpoo and the 

yneral condition of its bed—a most important 
factor in the life of this port—was published 
in these columns yesterday morning, and 
reveals a state of affairs which must give 
rise to anxiety. When hostilities broke out 
in August last conservancy work was natural 
ly suspended. ‘That was inevitable. When 
the Chinese were obliged to retreat from 
‘Shanghai and the whole of the Chinese area 
Yell into Japanese hands, the victors, exercis~ 
ing the powers which’ victory gave them, 
selzed the whole of the material belonging’ 
to the Whangpoo Conservancy Board. There| 
can be no criticism of that step. War is war, 
no matter by what other name it is called, 
‘and that necessarily implies that to the 
vielor go the spoils. Now all the apparatus| 
which in times of peace is continuously 
active for the maintenance of this port has| 
been lying idle for approximately nine 
months, Meantime the Whangpoo, with its| 
rapid silt-laden current, is effecting big 
changes in its general trends. Scouring is 
going on in places where it ought to be 
restrained, and silting is proceeding in others 
where it is imperative that the normal depths 
should be maintained. Wharves in some cases 
are being imperilled by the action of the fast| 
moving waters, while in others continual 
deposit of water-borne earth is quickly 
making them inaccessible. Cases are 
where wharves can only be reached at high 
ide, where a few months ago they were 
available at the lowest of low water. The 
normal risks attendant upon bringing large 
‘ocean-going vessels up to thelr normal berths 
in the harbour are being increased, and, 
though those risks do not at the moment 
appear 1o be particularly grave, there is the 
possibility that, if something is not done to 
put the river into harness again, the dangers 
Will Increase to such an extent as to in- 
fluence shipping companies not to risk their 
craft by coming up river. ‘Thus it is apparent 
that while the situation is not too serious at 
present, there is every indication that, unless 
Swift action is taken to put the Conservancy 
Board's machinery into operation, a state of 

















affairs may be created which it may prove 


' ery difficult and expensive to rectify. 


It may seem somewhat trite to insist upon 
the-importance of this matter, but it must be 
jemphasized that the state of the Shanghai 
harbour is a question of: the utmost im- 
Portance to the fortunes of this city. Its 
commerce, industry and economie well-being 
are entirely dependent upon the efficiency 
with which this river is maintained. ‘That is 
not being done at the present time, and 
matters are being allowed to drift’ in a 
manner which must give rise to the greatest 
possible concern. There need be no misgi 
ings as to where the responsibility rested in 
the past few months and where it will rest 
in the future. It sits fairly and squarely upon 
‘Japanese shoulders. Shortly after the capture 
of Shanghai, Japanese divers are said to have 
investigated the Nantao boom, and reports 
‘were current that the Japanese intended to 
raise the vessels which had been sunk there, 
So far as the eye can see nothing, or at the 
most very little, has been done towards that 
end. The effect of the diversion of the cur- 
rent by the boom is already being felt on the 
Pootung side, and in the interests of the port 
it is imperative that something should be done. 
to remedy the existing state of affairs. All 
the apparatus for the adequate maintenance 
of this port has been taken over by the 
Japanese authorities. It is lying idle, The 
staff of the Conservancy Board has been im- 
mobilized. But despite the fact that all the 
facilities ‘are still available to bring the 
Whangpoo again under control nothing is 
being done. It is a tragic state of affairs 
which must be remedied. It must be pointed 
‘out with all the emphasis of which this! 
Journal is capable that there exists no’ 
‘military or naval reason why the work should 
not be put in hand at once. Dredging 
operations would in no way impede the: 
Passage of Japanese ships supplying the| 
armies in the field. The movements of the 
Japanese navy would in no way be interfered 
with. “And yet foreign neutrals, whose in- 
terests it has been stated are the objects of 
scrupulous respect by the Japanese, arc 
obliged to stand by with folded arms and 
watch the steady deterioration of this port) 
through Japanese sins of omission, The 
extent of those interests it is somewhat) 
dificult to assess, but if the figure represent 
ing British interests—recently reported to be 
£300,000,000, or Yen 6,000,000,000,— be a 
cepted as a’ starting point from which to’ 
estimate the total of neutral foreign interests, 
itis quite clear that very imposing investments: 
in Shanghai and throughout China are being. 
threatened by the inactivity at present shown 
in the proper maintenance of the river, 

Neglect of the harbour must have cumuta- 
tive effect. The longer the delay in getting] 
into operation again the greater the effort 
necessary to regain former efficiency. Indeed 
it inereases in an almost geometrical progres- 
sion and to imagine what conditions will be 
nine months hence if nothing is done to mend 
matters naturally gives rise to anxiety. It is) 
not desired to exaggerate any description of 
the present state of affairs. As one shipping’ 
man is reported to have said while there is 
always risk in bringing deep-draught ships 
up to their berths, no accident has happened 

yet. That does not mean that none will 
happen in the future, Clearly the dangers of 
some such misfortune increase as months of 
inattention pass. In the potentialities of the 
future must be found cause for grave mis~ 
givings, There should be no doubt about it; 
the matter is entirely in the hands of the 
Japanese. There has been much complaint 
that foreigners fail to understand the 
‘Japanese and their policy, and that because 
of that misunderstanding relations between the 
‘Japanese and local foreign neutrals are not all 
that they should be. That is, unfortunately, 
true. Looking back over these last nine 
months it is difficult to find many Japanese 
‘actions which have been indicative either of 
goodwill or faithful adherence to their pro- 
mise to respect neutral interests. The latter 
have been damaged either by positive action 
or negative neglect: The delay in of- 
fectively opening areas occupied by the 
Japanese forces, the pelty annoyances to 
Which foreigners are continually being sub- 
Jected, the restraint upon Shanghai's natural 
desire’ to get back to normality, and the task 
of rehabilitation are all factors which give 
rise to the mistrust of which the Japanese 
complain, ‘They have at all times had it in 
thelr power to do such deeds as would remove 
that cause of complaint. ‘The remedy has| 
always been in their own hands, but it must, 
be apparent to them, that by their present’ 
‘courses they are slowly but surely alienating 
that sympathy which was felt with them in 
a large number of quarters only a very few 
months ago, Were they to make the gracious 
gesture of permitting the Whangpoo Con 
servancy Board to get back to work and per= 
form those services so essential to the welfare 
of this port, it would be just one of those 
facts which” would tend to allay present 
misgivings and bring about better relation 
ships than at present exist. 





























‘THE MUNICIPAL ORCHESTRA 
April 12, 

‘Over the pseudonym Economy a cor 

respondent in yesterday's issue of this journal 

posed a number of questions concerning the’ 

/Municipal Orchestra, upon which he expressed 





the opinion that Maestro Paci could enlighten’ 
the ratepayers. M. Paci can do nothing of 
the sort, for the terms of his engagement 
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prevent him writing on municipal issues to 
the Press. He must, therefore, remain dumb 
in face of the implications which the questions 
suggest. It Is, however, necessary that the 
ratepayers should have the facts before them 
when’ making their decision as to the fate of 
the Municipal Orchestra, Ecoxomy's re- 
ference to the cut in the pay of the police is 
a point well taken, and one with which this 
Journal keenly sympathizes, But to draw 
any parallel between that reduction and the 
reductions in the pay of the musicians in 
municipal employ would give a false im- 
Pression, The cut in connection with the 
Police amounted to $325,000 spread over 
approximately 6,600 men. ' The expenditure 
for the Municipal Orchestra, consisting of 
47 men has been reduced from $250,000 to 
$184,000. “Under the reorganization scheme of 
last year the musicians in the Orchestra in 
addition to the reductions in their salaries, 
Participate in none of the other benefits which 
municipal employees normally enjoy, ‘Thus 
they are engaged only on a yearly. basis, 
Participate in no superannuation fund, no 
pension scheme, receive no hospital or medica! 
assistance, and have no provision for long 
Jeave. ‘Their salaries range from $250 to 
$365 per mensem. Of the 47 men in the: 
Orchestra 40 are entirely dependent upon 
their work in the municipal service for theit 
livelihood. Sometimes they may obtain an 
Odd engagement or so, while the other seven 
occasionally make extra money by giving 
lessons, etc. No one, it is learned, is engaged 
in any other permanent position, ‘The average 
hours worked amount to between five and six 
@ day, though it has also to be remembered 
that @ really efficient musician has also to put 
in a lot of continual study in addition, 

The questions asked by Economy having 
thus been answered attention may be turned 
to the question which has been placed before 
the ratepayers by the proposal and seconding 
of an amendment to the Budget designed to. 
put an end to the Municipal Orchestra, ‘The 
Guestion of its retention or disbandment is 
Supported by arguments on both sides which 
‘are fundamentally correct, There is as much 
to be said for its abolition on the score of 
economy as for its retention on cultural 
Grounds. ‘This journal will continue to sup= 
port the case for the retention of the Orehestra 

it has done in the past, Conceding all that 

bbe said for its abolition on the score of 
economy, agreeing that this is no time for 
the expenditure of money on luxuries, it still 
believes that it would be a mistake to wipe 
Out now the only cultural institution, apart 
from the library, that the municipality sup- 
ports. If this were a new luxury, instead of 
one which has continued in Shanghai fo1 
very many years past, the economical 
argument would have undeniable force, but 
it is suggested that the long service which 
the Orchestra has given the community 
entitles it to some special consideration. ‘That 
may be regarded as a piece of sentimental 
pleading, and, in view of the situation in 
which Shanghai finds itself, not particularly 
realistic, ‘That point may be readily conceded. 
But that eriticism may be countered by asking 
the simple questton—has Shanghai reached 
such a parlous condition that the saving of 
something less than one per cent, of the total 
Budget has become an imperative necessity? 
If it were to be believed that present con- 
ditions were to last for ever there might be 
something to be sald for disbanding the 
Orchestra, but this journal refuses to accept 
‘any so pessimistic an outlook, 


‘To pass the proposed amendment to the 
Budget would be to exhibit a spirit of de- 
featism which it is impossible to believe 
Shanghai will ever display. From that point 
of view there is a moral argument to be 
levelled against the proposed amendment, In 
view of the expenditure of $24,809,620 pro- 
Posed for the coming municipal year, the 
saving of $184,500 amounts to little more than 
a mere gesture, for it could have no very 
material effect ‘upon the Council's financial 
position, It would represent a saving of .74 
er cent, on the Council's total outgoings. "It 
is necessary that the issue should be placed 
in this perspective to realize that the matter 
is really of no very great importance, and 
certainly not worth the amount of ink that 
has been spilled and the spate of oratory 
that it has created for so many years gone 
by. The history of Shanghai has shown that 
its band or orehestra has been dissolved on 
previous occasions. A few years have elapsed 
‘and on the matter being revived Shanghal has 
again formed its band of musicians, That has 
happened more than once, With a’ symphony 
orchestra revival, once it hag been dist 

is a matter of no little difficulty, ‘Th 
ment that the musicians of the Orchestra, 
could easily find employment, were their 
services dispensed with, is not tenable. Some 
of them are instrumentalists who could not 
be incorporated into dance bands or hotel 
vrchestras, And finally it must be remem- 
bered that it is not merely a question of 
throwing forty-seven'men out of employment: 
their dependents have to be taken into con- 
sideration, and when that is done it is ap- 
parent that the personal fortunes of a 
substantially larger number is at stake when 
the ratepayers consider the proposed amend- 
ment. For these reasons it is hoped that the 
ratepayers will mot be hurried into a decision 
which can have no important effect upon the 
finances of the community, but which might 
react cruelly on people very often so little 
fitted 10 follow other walks in life which

Herman C. E, Liu in Bubbling Well Road 
‘on April 7, for from the accounts to band it is 
lear that the assassins had him alone in vies 
fand that when they had shot him they soul 
to make good thelr escape, in which thay were 
successful. Dr, Liu at the early age of 42 years 
hhad established his reputation as being one of 
the oulstanding Chinese educationalists of the 
day. He and his wife were active at all times 
jn educational and social work, and Dr. Liu in 
particular was the type of man who makes life 
‘ne long period of service. He was active also. 
In the cause of peace, and besides being a 
delegate to the conference of the Institute of 
Paeifie Relations at Banff, in 1923, he was one 
of the founders of the China Institute of Int» 
ational Relations and of the Anti-Civil War 
Lengue of China. As president of the Univers- 
ity of Shanghal Dr, Liu did excellent work and, 
his death will be regretted by the many stud- 
‘ents who profitied by his teaching and advice. 
In thus paying passing tribute to a man whose 
life was @ model to his fellows nothing but the 
deepest abhorrence can be felt for the manner 
In which he has been dono to death/There is 
always something so cowardly in the work of the 
assassin, Jurking to catch his vielim unaware 
fand shooting ‘him down without the least 
seruple, that sorrow for the loss of a gocd man 
must not obseure the hope that every endeav- 
our will be made to bring his marderers to 
Justice, ‘The search for the culprits is made all 
the more dificult by conditions prevailing 
around Shanghai, but such obstacles have been 
Surmounted inthe past and it is hoped that 
they Will be again. If this is another instance 
fof the political warfare which has led to otl.er 
Similar murders recently, every effort should 
be taken to bring those’ responsible to book, 
for it Is intolerable that this International Settle. 
ment should be made the battle ground of 
‘warring political reeds at a time when it needs 
every particle of neutrality with whieh it ean 
Invest ‘itself,

Herbert 
Phillips, H. M, ‘Consul-General paid a well 
deserved (ribute to the manner in which the 
British shipping companies maintained their 
coastwise (raifle during the whole of the bostii- 
ies around Shanghai. Occasion js: taken to en- 
dorse those sentiments, for, in the face of mani 
fold discouragements, the shipping companies in 
question maintained’ British traditions of the 
sen and carried on in elreumstances which ware 
for the most part disheartening. ‘That they did 
40 had a eoriain moral effect’ on the foreign 
communities in Shanghai and along the coast. 
‘The speakers were in no pessimistic mood, nor 
dia. they indulge in undue optimism. They 
pointed out that the facts have to be faced and

mandet-in-Chiet of the Chinese forces 
fon the Tsinpu front, declaring that 
the Japanese forces in the vieinity of

retreat” northward along the railway 
in the direction of Tsaockwang. 

‘Those of the Japanese forces who 
failed to retreat in time are stated to 
hhave boon surrounded by the Chinese 
and that thoy were “now being 
aystematically annihilated” ty the 
Chinese. 

‘At the same time it is claimed that 
‘the main body of the. Chinese troops 
is now advancing north in pursuit of 
the fleeing Japanese 

Dramatle Call 

‘Tho announcement of the launching 
of this new attack on the Japanese 
was contained ina dramatic tole- 
phone call received here late Tst 
night. ‘This call declared that before 
beginning the attack Generot Tang 
En-po and General Kwan Ling-chong 
‘nad both. signed a petition that they 
bbe executed If they failed to wipe eut 
the Japanese troops surrounded north 
of Talorehwang.

"The entire river front was in| 
fomes as Japanese aeroplanes were| 
bombing the retreating army and 
Japanese guns heavily shelling the! 
Bund, “About 50,000 Chinese soldiers 
were trapped at the river front. THey 
had no means of crossing the river, 
and bombs and shells were spread- 
ing death in their midst as the ad- 
vaneing Japanese pressed forward. 

Finally, the Chinese pilot and 
hig companion joined a, group’ of 
soldiers who decided "to fight 
their’ way to Tashengkwan, | be- 
tween "Nanking and Wuhu.

Completely exhausted and despon: 
dont, he sat on the bund all night, his 
thoughts turing to every detail of his 
life from his childhood to his combats 
In the air against the Japanese. 


Shortly before dawn, he walked 
towards the city wall. ‘He hoped to 
‘enter the city by climbing over the 
wall, ag-he realized that he would 
certainly be caught and shot when 
Japanese patrols searched the river 
ont in the morning. ‘The climb up 
the 200-foot-high elty wall was a most 
trying experience. “Holes caused by 
the dislocation of bricks and shrub- 
ery ravaged by hundreds of years of 
snow, rain, storm and civil wars, 
xave him the only foothold for the 
dangerous climb. One slip of hand 
6¢ foot would have meant certain 
death. It took him fully 45 minutes 
to negotiate the perilous climb. After. 
hho had finally reached the top of the. 
wall, he was exhausted and frozen 
almost stiff, Removing coats from 
dead soldiers to cover himself, he lay 
ina tronch for a short while to 
eqgain his strength, 


Mides in Friend's House 


After reaching the home of a 
triend,, the Chinese pilot changed his 
clothes and went into hiding for one 
month. Accompanied by Chinese 
trailors, oMeers of the Japanese 
Special 'Serviee Corps, who all spoke 
Chinese, made house-to-house sear- 
ches for Chinese soldiers and govern= 
ment officials, Two batches of 
Chinese soldiers, about 1,000 men in 
each batch, were taken to Hsiakwan 
und siummarily executed. About 
twenty high ranking army oMcers 
end government officials met the 
seme fate, 

‘Atler seeing no sunlight for thirty 
days, the pilot one bright sunny 
‘morning decided to go out of bis 
hiding “place for a stroll and to 
breathe ‘some fresh air.

Bandits Break Into Bungalow at Chaotung ; 


School Dormitory Set on Fire by Marauders} 


Fwost Our Own Coimtsronoesr 


Chaotung, Yunnan, Mar. 12. 


FPOLLOWING my telegram of March 9, the details of the murder 


of Rev. R, H. Goldsworthy on March 6 are now available.

Stone Gateway, ten miles beyond the border between Yunnan. 
‘and Kweichow, a band of some fifty bandits suddenly appeared 
near midnight on March 5, One lot of bandits immediately broke 
into the bungalow where Mr. Goldsworthy was sleeping, the two 
servants sleeping in the loft escaping through a rear window. 
Whether Mr, Goldsworthy, awakened from sleep suddenly, put

never be known, but when found after 


the bandits had gone, he was already dead from loss of blood 
due to eight or more knife wounds, three of them serious. Some 
of these had been inflicted in the rear, and some in front, 


‘Ag his house had been thoroughly 

yansacked for valuables, and all 
bedding taken, ‘it is not known 
whether the wounds were inflicted in 
bed or during a possible effort to 
escape, Tt scoms likely that he got 
outside the house after the bandits 
Tett, and died of haemorrhage while 
attempting to get to the nearest 
habitation, 

‘Mr, and Mrs, “Moody, also mis~ 
sionaties of the English Methodist 
Missionary Society, were _ warned 
that the bandits were imminent, and 
they hid themselves in the loft of 
their house—along with thelr dog, 
Who fortunately remained quict, 
‘Their “house was ransacked, and 
much of value taken, but the 
marauders did not attempt to enter 
the Toft—the ladder to which had 
een removed, and the entrance bar- 
leaded. 

‘One band of the robbers entered 
fone of the school dormitories where | 
‘a number of boys and girls had 
taken refuge in the loft, “As they 
vefused to come down, the robbers 
sot fire to the bullding, and shouted 
to the pupils that if they did not 
want te be burned to death, they: 
must jump down. Some were badly 
Burned before they jumped and eight 
fare now in hospital with broken 
bones or serious burns. One of the 
burn eases has just died, but most 
ofthe others will recover. 

‘The robbers were after bedding or 
‘valuables easy to carry, ‘They carried 
only about 10 or 18 guns, and at least 
while ransacking the Moody hous 
sed them freely, likely to intimidate 
the. villagers. None of Mr. Golds- 
Worthy's wounds were due to gunshot 
Wounds. "Stone Gateway is a small 
Miao village, and many of the In- 
habitants went into hiding, However, 
{he Fobbers do not seem to have 
‘molested other than the Mission pre- 
mises, Pothaps they were salarmed 
fat what they had already done, and 
for that or some other reason ‘were 
at thelr evil work but an hour or so,

Japanese Attacks Briton 


Shanghai, Apr. 6 
Yet another assault upon a British 
subject, Mr, Alexander Mackie, was 
earried out by a Japanese soldier in 
the Honghew District yesterday after 
hoon, According to the report subs 
mitted by Me. Mackie to the Shanghai 
Municipal Police, he was proceeding 
from north to south on Yuenehang, 

Road at about 3.15 p.m. when he was 
stopped by a Japanese sentry. He 
immediately "returned after being 
prevented from going any further by 
the sentry, but after heading in the 
opposite direction, he was attacked 
by the soldier, who was dressed in 
breeches without a tunic, The soldier 
struck Mr, Mackie across the faco 
with, his open, hand, without _provo~ 
tation of any kind from the Briton. 

Mr, Mackie fs an employee of tha 
Kyung Lun Knitting Factory at 284 
Dixwell Road, and it was beeause he 
had some business in the Hongkew 
District that he was visiting the area 
when attaeked by the Japanese, Wien.

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Lack of Dredging in Whangpoo 


Ships Coming Up River: Foreed to Take Bigge?| 


Risk Than Before ; 


Expenses Increased 
Shanghai, Apr. 10. 


A. STRANGE mystery surrounds the condition of the Whangpoo 


£% River. 





Enquiries instituted during this week by a “North 


China Daily News” reporter from various shipping companies, 
from harbour pilots, and from the Whangpoo Conservancy Board 
itself failed to reveal the precise effect upon the river of eight 
months during which no dredging or conservancy work has been 


done whatsoever. 


Heavy draught vessels are still steaming up 


and down the river, over the Woosung Bar and the Fairy Flats, 
using more or less the same routes as when dredging work was 


continually guaranteeing a safe 


path. But there is no denying 


the fact that these ships are taking a risk, if not, at the present 


moment, a serious one. "While 


precise details of the silting up 


of the river which must have taken place since last August are 


Jacking, every shipping company 


visited expressed the strong wish 


that dredging work be started once again as soon as possible. 


It is common knowledge that the 
dredging apparatus of the Whangpoo 
Conservancy Board is in the hands 
‘of the Japanese, having been seized 
by them after’ their occupation of 
Shanghai.

closed in Shanghal, as a result of 
the hostilities, the stations continued 
to operate, although some of them 
began to Wonder what thelr position 

‘They have now received this letter, 
which is not signed, ‘but bears a chop 
of the office in English and Chinese, 
Tt isnot known whether or not i 
{$ a subsidiary organ of the “Ta ‘Tao 
City Government, but it gives as its 
‘address “Room 316, Hardon Build- 
ing.” "The Japanese censor office Is 
also in the Hardoon Building, on the 
oor ‘below. 

‘The circular to radio station own- 
erg requests them to furnish’ the 
Usual Information required in the 
past by the Ministry of Communica 
Hons, such as the name of the owner, 
power, location and details of the 
equipment, and ‘the names of the 
announcers, ‘and in addition requires 
& copy of ‘the permit issued by the 
‘Ministry of Communications and the 
callsighal issued by that same body. 

‘he. information Is required be- 
fore April 15, (on which date the 
“Broadcasting Superintendent” will 
issue new permits. To date, neither 
the "Ta Two" City Government nor 
the Japanese authorities have. Intor= 
fered with the broadcasts ofthe 
various radio stations, 


Awkward Position

ERRORISTS ended the life of 
Chinese educator and civie 


yesterday morning when one of a gang of three Chinese shot Dr. 


Liu through the forehead as he 
to board an omnibus at the inte 


assassination, which was one of the boldest yet perpetrated in 
Shanghai, took place in the presence of scores of foreigners and 
Chinese, many of whom were waiting to enter the same bus to 


go to their offices. 

The murder occurred at 835. am, 
and it ‘precipitated an exchange of 
‘shots between the terrorists, 
Police, which resulted in a coolie 
veing killed, a foreign police sergeant 
anda Chinese bystander being 
seriously wounded, and a Chinese 

man being slightly wounded, Terror 
was struck tito the hearts of the 
crowds who witnessed the gun-battle, 
including Dr. Liu's litte son, Whereas 
‘the actual assassin escaped, one of 
hhis alleged accomplices was ‘captured 

nd an automatic pistol (not the 
‘murder weapon) was seized. 

It was the third recent attempt on 
the life of Dr. Liu. On February 15, 
a bomb was’ expioded atside his 
residence in Sun Avenue, and on 
March 27 a basket of polsoned fruit 
‘was sent to his house by persons then 
ving in a hotel in the Louza district. 
Finally, yesterday, the terrorists re- 
sorted to more direct action, endan- 
ering the lives of a vast number of 
people not in any way connected with 
their intended  vietim, 


Shot at Close Range 
Dr, Liu was shot at very close 
range through the middle of his fore- 
hhead. ‘The assassin, a Chinese we 
Ing a long-gown, fixed one shot from 
4 high-velocity Mauser pistol and the 
well-known educator toppled to the 
Pavement and died almost instantly. 
‘The murderer, after pointing the gun 
‘once more at’ Dr. Lia's head, turned 
and took to his heels, running north 
in Majestic Road. ' Two foreign, 
Policemen, Sort. George H. Wade, of 
the ‘Traille OMiee, and Sergt. Cyril 
Weed, who were in the vicinity, took 
up the chase and exchanged shots 
with the gang. Sergt. Wade, who is 
a well-known Police’ track’ athlete, 
approached the assassin first and fired 
Several shots from his service pistol. 
‘The return fire seriously wounded 
Sergt. Wade in both legs, the bones 
being splintered by the high-powered, 
bullets, He fell to the ground, help 
oss, and was Tater taken by ambul- 
ance to the General Hospital, where. 
‘an emergency operation was per 
“formed. Sergt. Weed also shot at the! 
fleeing desperadoes, but apparently 
neither ofeer wounded them, One. 
of the three men was, however, a 
rested and an automatic pistol’ was, 
found, discarded, on the ground. 

‘The two others, including the 
assassin, vanished in the maze of 
alleyways off Gordon Road, althouga 
fan extensive search was conducted 
they ‘eluded the Police. 

‘A bullet, apparently fired from the

coolie who was eating his morning 
Fle of Avenue Road, and this man 
died before reaching’ hospital ina 
Fire Brigade ambulance. Another 
Chinese bystander” was" critically 
wounded and is now lying in Paulun| 
Hospital while a Chinese woman was: 
‘shot in'the forearm. She was taken 
to St. Elizabeth's Hospital, where her| 
condition Is considered not serious. 























Bdueator and Organizer 

Dr. Liu, educator and colteg 
president, was one of the founders of 
the China Institute of International 
Relations and of the Anti-Civil War: 
League of China. He was also the' 
president of the newly. established 
Cosmopolitan Club of ‘Shanghal. 

Born at Hanyang, Hupeh, in 1890, 
Dr. Liu received his carly education 
in mission schools, After’ graduation 
from the Soochow University in 1918, 
ho went to America and entered 
Chicago University, Later ho entered 
Columbia University and ‘Teachers’ 
College, from whieh he was graduated 
in 1922 with the PhD. degree. 

return to China, he was 
appointed national educational secre~ 
fary to the National Committee, 
YMCA, which position he held 
suntit 1938, 

Dr. Liu’ was secretary to the Chi 
nese Government educational com= 
mission to the United States during 
the Washington Conference on limita 
tion of armaments and” Far Eas 
questions, serving as a representative 
of the Chinese student organizations. 
He was chief delegate trom China to 
the "world Y-M.C.A. conference al 
Helsingfors, Finland, in 1926, follow- 
ing which he travelied extensively in 
Europe studying educational problems.

Educational Conference at Geneva as 
delegate from China. Before return 
ing to China, he studied educational 
problems in America and Europe. In 
4933. he was a delegate from Cl 
to the Banff Conference of the In- 
stitute of Pacific Relations.

Fastenger Joins Murder Chase 

‘A foreign passenger in the bus out- 
side which Dr, Herman C. B Liu was 
ossassinated in Bubbling’ Well Road 
yesterday morning, joined in the 
pursuit of the Chinese gunman and 
Saw, at close range, the killing of a 
bystander and the serious wounding 
of Serge. G. H, Wade, of the S.M. 
Police Traffic Omce. "Below, the 
forelgn witness tells vividly of ‘what 
transpired ‘In the fateful minutes 
‘which followed Dr, Liu's assassina: 
tior 

“At 8.20 a.m. I was on @ No. 1 bus 
travelling ‘townwards, outside the 
‘Vienna Cabaret (opposite Wha Kee 
Avenue) in Bubbling Well Road. 
‘Just as the bus pulled up to the kerb, 
T heard a shot, and on looking out 
of the bus, at about four fect. dis- 
tunee, I saw a large man collapse at 
the entrance of the bus. A medium= 
sized Chinese, in long gown and 
wearing a dark felt hat, was bending 
over him with a large pistol (which 
T presumed to be a Mauser). 

He was going to fre again, but on 
seeing that the man was apparently 
mortally wounded, he changed his 
mind. and started running ot a 
leisurely trot into Gordon Road. He 
ut across the side road of the Metro- 
pole Cabaret, 

“At the frst sign of shooting 1 was 
already out of the bus and trailing 
in the rear and followed the assas- 
sin, with the (apparent) murdered 
man’s son (of about 10 years of age) 
Tunning and shouting, “Just outside 























the Metropole Cabaret, a couple of 
foreign policemen came along and 
joined in the chase. ‘The assassin 


‘started shooting and fell flat on my 
foce. Police returned fire and there 
was, considerable. shooting. In the 
mélée, a bystander, in direct line of 
fire, eating his morning eongee along- 
side a stall on Aventie Toad, was 
shot in the temple and was apparent- 
ly mortally wounded. fis chopsticke 
Were still in his hand, 

“A forcign police sergeant was shot 
squarely" in ‘the ankle (understand 
both legs were shot and broken) and 
T understand that two other persons 
were also wounded in the fight. ‘The 
assassin managed to elude the. police 
‘and ducked into a maze of Chinese

Following 
chase by a foreigner, Dr. Liy's son 
‘and the police, a Chinese ‘was er- 
rested soon afler the shooting and 
was yesterday charged with murder 
in the First Special, District Court, 
‘The hearing was adjourned for a 
week pending further investigation 

‘The accused, who gave his name 
as ‘Tsung Zeti-keng, “an ex-soldier, 
aged 25 and native of Chungking, 
admitted to be one of the trio on 
the scene of the murder, but the fatal 
shots, he said, were fired by one 
Ngoh' Pel-ming, who was armed with 
a Mauser pistol. 

The three men, according to the| 
accused, were sent over to Shanghai 
from Pootung ,by one Lee Yu-pa, 
Jeoder of a special corps. The se- 
cused had the impression that the 
vietim was to accept the post of|

‘The trio were given two automatic 
pistols “and a mauser, he said.

exactly two weeks after he di 
appeared from the downtown district 
of the International Settlement. 
Death apparently had been due to 
‘Growning, and the body had been 
in the water for quite some time. 
‘An inquest will be held by Mr. C. 1. 

Coroner, atthe Public 
Mortuary, ‘Kiaochow Road, for 
identifation, after which the body 
‘will be removed to the International 
Funeral Directors, 207 Kiaochow, 
Road, for a post-mortem.

R, Calder Marshall, Chairman, during the course of the annual 
general meetings of the British Chamber of Commerce, Shanghai, 
and the China Association, Shanghai Branch, held in the chamber’s 
offices at 27 The Bund at 5.15 pam. yesterday. 


Mr, Calder Marshall, who presided 
at the meeting of the British Cham- 
ber of Commerce, gave his annual 
Feport as follows 

"The work of the Chamber during 
the “frst seven months of 1937 has 
been entirely overshadowed by the 
events of the last five months of the 
year. 

‘When speaking at the last annual 
mecting it was possible to take an 
optimistic view of the future, for it 
‘appeared thatthe depression’ under 
which trade had been languishing for 
so long was passing, and that we 
could justifiably regard the future 
with confldence, But even at that 
ime, in reviewing the general situ- 
ation it was mentioned that “while the 
“status quo’ with the Japanese is still 
being maintained in North China, the 
situation ‘potentialities which 
inevitably give rise to misgivings and 
thus unavoidably cloud what might 
otherwise be a clear prospect.” 

Little did any of us think in April 
that events would take place a bare 
three months later which would dev 
troy much of the material develop- 
ment that had been achieved and 
‘would bring untold loss to the country 
and to all those whose interests are 
dependent on the well-being of China, 


Polities and ‘Trade 

It is not for this Chamber to take 
any part in political issues except 
Insofar as politics impinge on trade. 
But when it is remembered that Bri- 
tish capital invested in China aggre 
kates approximately £300,000,000, that 
some of this is in jeopardy, as a result 
of the present invasion and the p 
sibilities Inherent in the situation, 
While ils earning capacity must 
inevitably be prejudiced and when we 
think of our businesses which since 
‘August have been crippled, and con= 
Sider the potentialities of the present 
hostilities in relation to trade, com- 
meree and industry, it will be a 
parent that we have a very real In- 
terest In the outcome of the struggle 
which even now has so seriously im= 
pinged upon our rights and legitimate 























aspirations, and that we eannot ignore | Bx 


the implistions of the Japanese inva- 
sion. 

‘Though the Japanese Government 
has given repeated assurances regard~ 
ing the maintenance of the territorial 
‘and administrative integrity of China 
‘and though her spokesmen have been 
equally emphatic regarding non-int 
ference with foreign rights and ine 

rests, I is dificult to reconelte such 

statements with the events of the past 
ight months. 
‘The esablishment, under nominal 
Chinese control, "of "the “Provisional 
Government of the Republic of China” 
tn Peking and of the “Reformed Gov- 
ernment of the Republic of China” in 
Nanking may, in theory maintain the 
administrative and territorial. integrity 
of China, but such independence is 
more apparent than real, and if the 
Ueclaved intentions of Tokio become 
fffective and Japanese corporations 
fire established under franchises from 
the “"Provisional” and "Reformed" 
Governments to operate and control 
all railways, telegraphic communica 
tions, mining, electrical undertakings 
and some of the Key industries, such 
monopolies would naturally seriously 
lffect British interests,

Since the incident in the North last 
July which precipitated major hosti- 
lities, fighting has been incessant, 
losses of men and equipment on both 
sides have been heavy, but though the 
Japanese are occupying very large 
‘areas, such areas, though occupied, 
can hardly be regarded as conquered, 
‘and unless some reasonable and| 
honourable and acceptable basis for 
peace can be formulated it would ap-| 
peor that the strife nay continue for| 
2 very considerable time. 

Prior to the outbreak of war there 
had been consistent progress made by 
China in the extension and improve~ 
ment of her. railways and highways, 
her radio and telegraphic communica. 
tions, conservancy work and general 
industry, while at no time had there 
een greater unity in the cquntry or| 
seemingly fairer prospects for material 
prosperity for harvests were good and 
the stability of the currency material 
ly assisted the traders and gave con-_ 
fidence to investors, but it is futile to 
discuss what was in belng or what 
‘might have been In view of the hos~ 
lites, in Central and Northern Chino, 
which’ have destroyed the material 
achieverient of years and crippled 
business, industry and agriculture in| 
these areas.

{goods have been imported into Shang- 
hal. and ‘Tientsin without being en- 
fered at the Customs, thereby, in- 
cldentally, seriously damaging’ the 
Interests ‘of foreign traders, other 
than Japanese.

Other Problems 

‘Amongst’ the problems arising 
directly from the Shanghai incident 
were those connected with shipping, 
Jdeviated cargo, insurance and inacees- 
sibility of godowns and stocks in the 
northern area, 

Immediately on the outbreak of 
ocal hostilities all normal business 
‘ceased, vessels in the harbour, dis- 
‘charging or loading cargo, hurriedly 
took thelr departure and those en 
route to Shanghal were diverted to 
other ports with the result that con 
siderable quantities of goods were 
discharged at ports of refuge from 
[Singapore to Dairen.-—- 

‘The problem created by this 
deviated cargo was constantly before 
‘your committee, but though certain 
‘cargo’ urgently ‘wanted was brought) 
forward by coastal vessels at con~ 
signces' cost, the bulk of necessity 
had to remain at ports of refuge 
until Shanghal was declared safe for 
Jnavigation and the loading and dis- 
charge of ocean vessels. Storage at. 
ports of refuge was naturally a charge 
for which consignees were liable, but 
‘the question of liability for on-carry- 
Ing freight from ports of discharge to 
Shanghai was a matter of serious 
‘moment to importers, ‘The shipping 
companies have in the meantime | 
fagreed to make an all round charge| 
of 13/6d per ton to cover charges 
incurred by them for landing, storing 
Jand delivering at ports of refuge and 
‘at Shanghai and including cost of 
reloading, no charge being made for 
freight from port of refuge to Shang- 
hal, and now that ocean going ves 
jsels have resumed thelr normal 
schedules most of the deviated cargo’ 
has been brought forward, 

A Tribute 


One cannot dispose of this problem 
of shipping without paying a tribute 
to the Indo-China Steam Navigation 
Company (Messrs, Jardine, Matheson 
}& Co.) and the China Navigation Co, 
(Messrs. Butterfield &  Swire) for 
‘maintaining their coastal service 
throughout the hostilities and thus 
rendering an inestimable service not 
only to the commercial community 

ut to the whole Shanghai _com- 
munity, whose communication would 
otherwise almost have been cut off 
completely, 

‘Of equal importance to commerce 
was the question of the insurance 
cover on devinted cargo, in con- 
nection with which it has not been 
possible to obtain a uniform adjust 
ment on account of the varying 
interests covered and the number of 
individual companies operating, Your 
Commitice felt that as the policies. 
Issued provided insurance cover 
from port to port, the insurance 
‘companies were not justified in 
charging extra premia, beyond a small 
addition, to cover the’risks incidental 
{o protracted storage at the refuge 
port, and that additional charge 
[should not be made either for marine 
for war risk from port of deviation to 
final destination, In connection with

Across the Creek 

‘The closure of the Hongkew and 
Yangtszepoo areas during the hes 
tilities was a nezessary ” precuation 
though it caused serious incon- 
venience and loss to merchants and 
‘others to whom access to these dis- 
{riets was denied, but the unnecessary 
delay in reopening these districts is! 
seriously retarding the return to: 
normalcy. Much of the loss incurred 
Jon goods stored in these areas and 
Particularly in the Japanese wharves 
and wharves in occupation of the 
Japanese could have been avoided, 
for there was no apparent reason for 
preventing removal of eargo once the 
factual hostilities in this area had 
‘ceased. Military exigency could no

‘Though the establishment of Hui

Currency Problems 


During the whole period of the 
hostilities up to 10th March 1938, the 
stability of the» currency had been 
[maintained satisfactorily without any, 
restriction on operations in Foreign 
Exchange, for which there was a 
free market, When, however, — the 
Federal Reserve Bank was established 
in the North on 10th March by the 
“Provisional Government of the Re- 
public of China” and immediately 
Tssued notes which were not con~ 
vertible into foreign exchange but 
which were to be exchanged at par 
with notes issued by the Banks of 
the National Government it im- 
‘mediately became necessary for the 
JNational Government to impose cer= 
fain restrictions on foreign exchang 
loperations in order to prevent an fi 
ereased drain on the Foreign Ex- 
change Reserve. In accordance with 
the National Government decree of 
3rd November 1035 notes issued by 
{he National Government were made 
legal tender and were convert 
into foreign exchange at a stabilized 
par, value, where the Notes, issued 
By ‘the Federal Reserve Bank with 
Which the Provisional Government is 
attempting to replace the _ National 
Government notes are inconvertible 
land are. inadequately supported. 

"The Regulations imposed by  the| 
National Government restrict the sale 
fof exchange to legitimate trade and 
it is hoped that their imposition will 
hhave the effect of preventing an un- 
due drain on the Exchange Reserve 
‘and thus enable the National Govern- 
ment to maintain currency stability. 
|The regulations issued leave much to 
bbe desired and place an undue strain 
fon Exchange bankers as at present 
allocations are made at only Hankow 
Jand Hongkong and only once a week. 
Tt would facilitate matters very con- 
siderably for the Bankers and give 
Inereased confidence to the market 

fere an additional office established 
at Shanghai and were allocations of 
exchange made daily or even three 





week, and it is hoped that this may 
be arranged. 

In making the allocations of ex- 
Jchange those in authority’ are appar- 
ently working on averages of pre 
vious months and hi iven ‘due| 
Jeonsideration to the abnormal d 
mand brought about by the accumula 
tion of imported cargo and severely 
restricted exports which results in an 
increased demand for foreign ex- 
change for the adjustment of actual 
trade. differences. 

More Freedom Needed 


‘The denial of access to the Chinese 
to the Northern and Bastern districts, 
‘except to a very limited extent under 
permit, prevents the re-opening of| 
industrial plants in these distriets and. 
thus retards the return to normaley. 
[Until there is freedom of access to 
[Chinese as well as foreigners con- 
fidence cannot be restored, and until 
there is a restoration of ‘confidence 
there cannot be that recovery. for 
whieh we all hope. While a certain| 
number of foreign plants are working| 
fon reduced schedules the stagnation 
Jof Chinese industries in these areas| 
‘automatically reduces. the recupera- 
tive capacity of the port. 

Both the Import and the Export 
trades are at the prevent time suffer- 
ing from the same disabilities and 
ntil the channels of trade up the 
‘Yangtze and to the hinterland are 
opened little or no improvement can 
bbe expected in. the present trading 
position. Importers are now well 
‘supplied with'cargo which cannot be 
[shipped to consuming contres, while| 
Exporters are unable to obiain the 
Produce from the interior. ‘The 
necessity for freedom of access to the 
‘Northern and Eastern areas has al- 
ready been emphasized as a pre-re- 
Jquiste for the re-establishment of In- 
dustry. Freedom of communication 
with ‘the hinterland and river ports 
is of no less importance to Shanghai. 

Military exigensy is claimed in 
respect of the clt-are of the Yangtze 
land other outlets for trade and i is 
dimicult to see when sch a. claim 
may not be made, biti Shanghat can- 
not live on itseit and though the 
[Chinese trader is a past master in 
the art of overcoming dimeulties, it 
ir diMeult ‘to see how even he can 
overcome the diMieulties due to this 
‘closure of outlets, to say nothing of 
the devastation or the country and 
the destruction’ of his. normal 
markets.

Material Losses 


‘The ‘material loss suffered by Foreign 
Interests in Shanghal though large is 
‘much Jess than might have been anti- 
cipated. Even at the present time it 
Is not practicable to give any reliable 
estimates of British material losses, 
ut it Js the consequential and poten- 
‘ial losses that really matter if" we 
take the longer view. ‘The destruc~ 
lon of Chinese manufacturing plants 
‘and property, the loss of stocks and 
the destruction of Chinese markets 
‘end Industries, and the dislocation of 
(rade represents a far more serious 
Joss to British interests and one trom 
which it must take decades to re- 
cover. While we know from personal 
observation the enormous. industrial 
oss that has been suffered by Chinese 
in Shanghal, the destruction of mills 
‘and ‘industrial plants in Wusih, 
‘Changchow and other important cen- 
tres is of. equal Importance, to the 
welfare of the country, for it must 
be remembered’ that these industries 
provided a livelihood for many thou- 
sands of workers who, instead of cor: 
fributing to thelr country’s. progress, 
re now destitute, 

Claims for losses and damage caused 
bby and during the hostilities have re- 
‘ceived the attention and consideration 
fof your Committee. Such claims aro 
now being received at the Consulate 
and it is hoped that HLM. Government 
Will be able to sccure satisfaction. 

On January 21st a revised Customs 
‘Tarif was promulgated in North 
China by the "Provisional Govern- 
ment” and made operative in the ter- 
rritory under ite control, ‘viz, in the 
territories in the North’ in Japanese 
‘occupation. ‘Though merchants 
general will be disinclined to grumble 
at any downward revision in rates of 
uty and though for many years past 
attention ‘has been drawn to ‘the 
desirability of abolition of export 
uties, the present revision by the 
“Provisional Government,” applying: 
fs it does mainly to articles which 
affect Japanese trade and applicable 
to a part of China only, cannot be re- 
garded as satisfactory. A uniform 
{tariff applicable throughout China is 
not only one of the provisions of the 
‘Treaty of 1928 with China, but is 
necessary to prevent smuggling from 
‘ne part of China to another, there 
being no Customs barriers and no 
means of instituting such barriers be- 
tween the different areas, To. the 
rrovisional Government" ‘in North 
China the possibility or rather pro- 
ability of ‘smuggling may cause no 
‘concern, but 40 the merchants located 
jn the areas of the higher tariff the 
matter is one of serious importance, 
as it must also be to the Foreign 
Governments interested in maintain« 
ing the integrity of the Customs and 
the service of foreign loans secured 
fon the Customs revenuc 

‘Phe Customs Problem 


‘The question with regird to the 
Shanghai Customs is still the subject 
of diplomatic conversations and no- 
thing has yet beon settled. Cargo by 
neutral shipping is still “entered 
through the Customs in the usual 
way, but ig is understood that. Japan- 
cs0 Owned ‘cargo, brought by Japanese 
vessels. and landed at Japanese 
wharves, dispenses with ‘Customs 
formalties both as regards entry and 
payment of duty. 

‘On March 22, certain regulations 
wore issued by the Japanese authori- 
tos in connection with Inland Water 
Navigation, which required that all 
vessels plying on inland waters must 
cbisin a permit from the Japanese 
futhorities. The principle involved is, 
Impartant and HB. Government 
mat denied the right’ of Japan, to 
apply suich regulations to British 
vessels 

‘While obviously the immediate 
prospects for British tradeand British 
traders cannot be regarded as bright, 
and while the prosent situation 18 
probably the” most critical that 
Shanghai has ever been called upon 
to face, we need not take too gloomy 
fa view of the future as once the 
channels of trade are opened to the 
Interior it will not be long before 
business is resumed, and we must 
therefore, concentrate on securing 
‘that the present impediments to free 
access to the northern and eastern 
districts” of Shanghai and to the 
hinterland and up river are removed. 

‘The foregoing deals with some of 
the problems that have arisen since 
the commencement of hostilities, but 
though these are important and oc- 
cupy our attention it is realized that 
‘other and far more important ques- 
tions may arise during the current 
year that may tend to deprive us of 
the “equal opportunity and 
door” which we can” legitimately. 
claim as our right and we are con- 
dent that our officials will give us 
every support in resisting any 
threatened impairment of these rights 
‘or any unfair diserimination, 

‘The special thanks of the Chamber 
are due to the members of its Sub- 
Ccmmittees, who met to study and 
advise the’ General Committee on 
various matters. ‘The | Chemicals 
JSub-Committee met to discuss: the 
regulations governing patent and 
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proprietory medicines, the sate of! 
narcotic drugs, the importation of 
hypodermic syringes, the control of 
‘medical advertisements, bacteriologi- 
cal and immunological ‘cultures; ‘The 
Insurance Sub-Committee discussed 
the insurance enterprises law and the 
question of war risk insurance; the 
‘Trade, Marks Sub-Committee. consid- 
ered certain suggested amendments 
to the trade marie lav, and. various 
trade mark’ infringements. and. de- 
cisions; the Language School Sub- 
Committee met to make recommenda- 
tions in regard to the working of the 
Chamber's: Chinese Language. School 

In addition to. the foregoing, the 
Consular ‘Title Deeds Sub-Committee, 
formed in. the previous year, com: 
pleted its work with a meeting with 
HM. Ambassador’ to discuss the 
‘question of the registration of trans- 
fers of Consular Title Deeds and the 
position In regard to mortgages. 


‘Trade Council 

‘The Chinese-British Trade Council, 
which had been formed in the pre- 
vious year to act as a liaison between 
Chinese and British trade interests, 
met three times and discussed such 
questions as the China tea trade, the 
industrial and commereial under 

ikings of the Chinese government, 
ind the export of eggs and egg pro 
duets to England, : 

‘The Selection Committee of “tlie 
Scheme of Apprenticeships of the 
Federation of British Industries, on 
which the Chamber is represented, 
selected cight Chinese candidates, 
from a total number of 110 applica~ 
tions and sent them to England to 
receive a training in engineering 
works, 

Unemployment continued to be 
serious last year, The prospect of 
increasing business at the beginning 
‘of the year, with the consequent hope 
of greater opportunities for employ~ 
ment, vanished with the outbreale of 
the hostilities, and the Employment 
Department of the Chamber was kept 
‘busy registering the names of those 
who were thrown out of employment, 
‘The total registrations for last year 
were 160 and 85 vacancies were filled, 
Tappeal to members who are seeking 
clerical or other assistants, to bear in 
mind this valuable part of the Cham- 
ber's activities. T can assure om- 
ployers that every effort will be made 
Yo find. persons sultable for such 
positions as may be available, 








Unemployment Fund 

In consequence of the increasing 
need of assistance, your Committec 
decided to open its Unemployment 
Fund carlier last year, and an appeal 
for funds was Inunched in October 
instead of in November. The response 
was particularly generous, having | 
regard to all elreumstances, ‘and it is. 
gratifying that the amount so far 
raised has equalled the contributio 
for the previous year. The Unem: 
ployment Fund Sub-Committee was 
again entrusted with the administra 
tion of the Fund and has made re 
gular allocations for the relief of 
British subjects through the National 
Socleties. 

‘Your Committee again desire to 
draw. the attention of members to. 
the Chamber's Language School. As: 
has been repeatedly pointed out at 
past Annual General Meetings, the 
School, though not self-supporting, is 
maintained by the Chamber as a 
service to the community, because 
your Committee belioves 'a know- 
ledge of the Chinese language to be 
essential to the successful conduct of 
business in China, ‘The School is 
under the management of a foreign 
Principal, and there are sufficient 
Chinese teachers to ensure individual 
tuition for the students. ‘That the 
tultion given is of a very high order 
is shown by the certificates gained 
by students at the examinations held 
by a member of the Stall of HM. 
Consulate-General, Unfortunately, in 
consequence of the Sino-Japanese 
hostilities, the School had to be 
closed for the last halt of August 
‘and although it reopened for Septem- 
ber, the attendances were vory small, 
involving a heavy fall in the fees. 
From an average attendance of just 
over 40 students for the first halt of 
the year, the attendances dropped to. 
fan average of 24 for the last part. 
White on this topie T might mention 
that the School is open to students of| 
‘any nationality who are able to study. 
Chinese through the medium of the 
English language. 

‘The thanks of the Chamber are due 
to Mr. L. H. Lamb and Mr. A. G. N. 
Ogden for ‘conducting the Chinese 
examinations in Shanghai for the 
Language School, and, to Mr. Allan 
Archer, Major G. A: Herbert and 
‘Mr. R. Trounce Nelson for conduct- 
ing the examinations in Hankow, 
‘Tientsin and Hongkong. 


Other Activities 

To turn to other parts of the! 
Chamber's work, there was very, 
little done in the way of arbitrations 
and surveys during the year, only 
two arbitrations and two surveys 
being conducted, 

‘The Trade Enquiry: Dupartinent has 
also been less busy, only: 48 enquiries 
being received and dealt witht as com:

Your Committee has always regard- 
cd this series as being one of the 
most valuable services rendered by 
the Chamber to the community. 
There is no. other compilation in 
existence of translations of the laws 
promulgated by- the Chinese Gov- 
ernment, 

‘As in’ previous years, the London 
Chamber of Commicree Examinations 
in commercial subjects were con- 
ducted by the Chamber at the end 
of April when 32 candidates entered. 
Tt was not found practicable to hold

I: is very much to be 
conditions in the Northern and 
Eastern areas of the International 
Settlement have still not returned 
to the normal, either as regards re- 
sidence or trade, That situation 
offers particular dimeulties and ef- 
forts are being made to bring about 
‘a happier state of affairs. This leads 
me to another maiter on which the 
Chairman has passed comment and 
that Is the Customs question. It is 
to be hoped that some of the dim- 
culties to which Mr. Calder Marshall 
has called attention and which are 
indeed very serious, will soon be 
removed, and all traders and com- 
mercial ' vestels placed upon an 
equal footing. I would like to add 
my own word of appreciation of the 
way in which the British shipping 
companies have maintained their 
‘services on the China coast in the 
face of every discouragement, and 
T hope that free navigation on the

share Mr. Calder Marshall's anxiety 
in regard to the position of the 
farmers in the occupied area, and 
the difleulty of getting them back on 
the land to ensure an adequate’ 
supply of foodstuffs. ‘The Chairman's 
reference to the possible shorlage of 
foodstuffs, reminds me of the ex- 
‘cellent work done, when hostilities 
were at their heiitht around Shanghai, 
‘by the Food Committee set up by th 
Municipal Council under the able 
leadership of your Chairman in main= 

ining the supply and distribution of 
essential foodstuffs in the Settlement. 


Monopolistic Enterprises 


I must refer briefly (o the establish- 
‘ment in this country of enterprises of 
‘2 monopolistic nature, the growth of 
which is being carefully watched, the 
present lack of uniformity in’ the 
tariff onforced in different parts of 
the country, and the recent threat to 
[the currency. As Mr. Calder Marshall 
has told you, a now “Reformed Gov. 
Jernment “of ‘the Republic of China’ 
hhas been established at Nanking. This 
new Government is to be amal- 
gamated with the “Provisional Gov- 
ernment™ in Peking a$ soon as 
communications on the  Tientsin- 
Pukow ond Lunghai Railways are 
restored. I feel bound to admit that 
the political position does not inspire 
‘one with any very justifiable optim~ 
sm and for the time being all that 
jean be done ig to make the best of a 
dimeult situation. 

‘Mr. Calder Marshall has referred to| 
[the work of the Committee, on which 
Thave the honour to serve, which 
administering the Lord Mayor's Fund 
for Relief in China. T ean assure you 
that “all demands made upon that 
Fund are receiving the fullest con- 
sideration. 

IU is a matter of great regret to 
me to learn that there is a falling off 
jin the attendance at the Chamber's 
Language School, as 1 feel that, now 
‘more than ever, if we are to retain 
our trading position in China, we 
[shall require’ men who speak’ the 
Tanguage. and I hope that means will 
be found of maintaining the school 
Jand that attendance will improve as 
leonditions become more normal. 

Emergency Meetings 
In conclusion I wish to express ap- 
preciation of the services rendered to 
the community during the period of 
crisis by the daily emergency mect- 
ings of the Joint Committee of the 
JChamber and the China Association, 
which serve to focus responsible 
Jopinion on matters of urgent interest 
to. the British community.

Finanelal Assistance 


In August last wnen the dist-evs, 
present and potential, occasioned by 
the war was apparent we took up 
with “our Londou Conimittoe the 
question of invoking financial assist 
‘ance from home as it was patent that 
that problem was far beyond the 
‘ability of the local community to 
‘cope With. There were diffcultios at 
home {o\ be surmounted but the 
London Committee in collaboration 
with Missionary bodies and other 
sympathisers with the Chinese nation 
in the sore straits in which so many 
found themselves, ‘were eventually 
successful in persuading the Lord 
Mayor to sponsor a Mansion House 
appeal. ‘The collections to date are 
well over £100,000 to which must be 
jadded many gifts of medical supplies, 
‘clothing and invalid foods, all of th 

‘utmost. value. ‘The London end is 
run by a strong and representative 
Committee whilst the administration 
here is under the Joint Presidency 
‘of the British Ambassador and. th 

Governor of Hongkong. The Central 
Executive Committee funetions in 
Shanghaj under the Chairmanship of 
our Consul-General and branch Com- 
mittoes have been formed at Tientsin, 
Hankow, Tsingtao, Canton and Amoy. 
‘The personnel of these Committees 
comprises delegates from represent 
ative British associations and Mis 
sionary workers who have applied 
themselves to the wise distribution of 
money and materials in a vigorous, 
businesslike but withal sympathetic 
zeal. ‘To countless thousands the helt 
iiven has been a priceless boon and 
Great Britain may certainly be said 
to have played its part well in at 
tempting to alleviate the untold 
suffering of those stricken down by 
no fault of thelr own. As must_in 
the nature of things be the ease the 
major part of assistance has gone to 
Chinese but the needs of our fellow 
nationals have by no means been 
overlooked nor have those of other 
nationalities been neglected. —Thie 
‘work continues and the need will 1 
verily fear outlast the supply of 
funds to alleviate it, but in. this 
respect T hope events will prove me 
to be unduly pesimistic. 

Soclal Activities 


During the year our social acti 
ties as an association have been con- 
fined to a dinner of weleome to. the 
new Ambassador Sir Archibald Clart: 
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Kerr but the Joint Committee had 
the ‘honour of entertaining Mr. Howe 
just before his departure and con- 
veying to him our appreciation of 
his efforts in meeting the many extra 
ordinary diMeulties attendant during 
the interval between Sir Hughe 
Knatchbull-Hugessen’s departure and 
Sir Archibald Kerr's arrival, This 
Association in collaboration with its

HLM. Consul-General Occupies Chair ; Geod 
Work Reviewed ; Items of Biblical History 





Shanghai, Apr. 9. 


Herbert Phillips, H.M. Consul-General, occupied the chair 


at the annual mecting, held yesterday at the Union Church 


Hall, of the British and Foreign Bible Society. 


Mr. Phillips said 


that his residence in China had often brought him closely into 
contact with the various British missionary societies working 


in this country, 


‘During the lengthy period. during which he had 


served in the British consular service, he had travelled over a 
great part of China, and had lived in many of the great centres 
of population, and he looked back with pleasure to having been 
from time to time able to render some small service to many of 
his friends in the missionary community. 


‘There was one society, continued 
Mr. Phillips, which wos. auxiliary to| 
all the other societies, without which| 
all the other socioties would lose 
much of their efficiency. This was 
the British and Foreign Bible Society. 
‘The missionary had beer called the 
“man of the book," and without the 
“book” his message would ‘be very 
much less intelligible and lose much 
of, its permanent value, 

“The Word of God is not bound,” 
sald St. Paul, and so today missior 
aries might have been withdrawn, 
bbut the Word of God remained with 
its comfort and testimony. When he 
pointed out that, in the last ten 
years, something, like 42,000,000 copies 
‘and portions of God's word had been 
distributed throughout the length and 
breadth of China, it was surely con- 
vineing proof that the Bible Society 
deserved thelr fullest support. 








Fourth Centenary 


‘They were meeting on a special 
‘occasion in celebration of the fourth 
centenary of the publicatio:. of ‘the 
Bible in the English language. An 
‘open Bible, Mr. Phillios ceclared, was 
the greatest itt ot the Reformation, 
{o England. In September. 1538, this 
step was finully taken with the ss= 
suing of the Royal Injunction. by 
which the Scriptures were made {ree 
to all, ‘This was the Magna Carta 
of the Seriptures 

When the Bible was translated Into 
English, it immediutely made its way 
info the life cf the nation, coloured 
popular speech, and took possession 
fof the hearts and mindy of English 
mon. The translation of the Bivle 
into’ English was a decisive event in 
the national history of England, and 

such Wag surely worthy of com= 
mendation. 

‘Mr. Phillips referred to the devoted 
labours of ‘the famous Dr. Robert 
Morrison, of the London Missionary 
Society, ‘who Ianded at Canton in 
1607, Overcoming all kinds of dif- 
culties, “he aequired an excellent 
knowledge of Chinese, and assisted 
by William Milne, translated the 
whole of the Bible into Wenti, or 
documentary Chinese. 

‘Mr, Phillips tendered his sincere 
congratulations to the representatives 
dt Shanghai of the British and For- 

ign Bible Society, and of the Ameri= 
ean Bible Society, upon this import. 
fant fourth centenary, and expressed 
hig admiration of the fact that their 
organization in China should be 
working s0 efficiently in spite of the 

reat «iMeultis which had to 
faced at the present time. 
Biblical Wistory 

Starting off his speoch by an ex- 
pore of some of the more humorous 
Aspects of the Bioie, Mr. W. J. 
Hawkings, the next, speaker, went on 
fo an interesting description of the 
history of the Bible ‘There was good 
reason to believe, he said that in 100 
A.D, afler the destruction of Jeru- 
salem, a synod of Jews drow up the 
Ust of necepted books as found in 
the Old ‘Testament, and prescribed 
rules to ensure the uecurate copying, 
of the sacred text, The Chester 
Beatly papyri, recently discovered in 
Jars In-an old ruin in Egypt, con- 
thined a copy of the books of ‘Num- 
bers and Deuteronomy written about 
120 A.D, ‘These were the carliest 
copies of the Bible so far discovered. 

‘Mr, Hawkings described in drama- 
tie fashion the finding of — that 
Aneient Biblical document, the Codex 
Sinaiticus, about fifty years ago. Dr. 
Tischendorg, the German scholar, 
lirst visited the monastery of St 
‘atherine, at the foot of Mount Sinai 
fy 1844, ‘and saw in the library, a 
basket of old documents about to be 
destroyed. What was his surprise to 
tingl In the basket a number of sheets 
of the Septuagint Old ‘Testament, 
written ina hand that struck  hini 
as looking older than anything he 
had ever seen, He was permitted to 
take away 43 sheets, which proved 
to confain portions of the Septuagint, 
from the Books of Chronicles, Jere- 
miah, Nehemiah and Esthet 

Fifteen Years’ Search, 

For the next Afteen years, he had 
no success in finding “more manu- 
seripts, but in 1859 he returned to 



































the monastery with a commission 
from the Emperor of Russia, He 
found nothing of value until the 


evening before he was due fo leave, 
when he chanced to show the steward 
of the monastery a copy of the 





edition of the Septuagint which he 
had produced a few years before. 
‘Thereupon the steward laid on the 
table a mass of leaves which Tis- 
chendort easily recognized as belong 
Ing to his long-coveled manuscript. 

“And in my bedroom, by myself,” 
he says, “I gave way to the trans- 
ports of joy. I knew that I held in 
my hand one of the most precious 
Biblical treasures In existence, a 
document. whose age and importance 
execeded that of any I had ever 
seen, after twenty years’ study of the 
subject.” Nine months later, the 
Precious Codex was bought by the 
Emperor of Russia, and it now rests 
in the British Museum, 

‘The meeting was brought tos 
close by a short talk by the Rev. H, 
H, McMillan, who stressed the neces: 
sity of every dutiful missionary 
cerrying the Bible. with him 
wherever he went, and of never 
being ashamed of it. ‘The chairman 
Was introduced by the Rev. W. H. 
Hudspeth, secretary, in a short 
speech,

{t fs hoped, no less interesting—say, 
hol the average Englishman appears 
to the average Russian, Collectively 
speaking, of course, the average 
Englishman appears to Russians in the 
gulse of John Bull—stout, small of 
stature, with reddish side-chops and 
thick ‘eye-brows. “He is fond of 
power, fond of himself, egoistical (in 
teason), and banks only on his own 
opinion. “Few are the places into 
which he hos not stuck his nose’ and 
where he has not worked for the 
glory of the Brilish Empire and his 
King. Tt Is Just_as Inevitable for 
Russians to conjure up England in 
the form of John Bull as it is for 
Englishmen to think of Russia as a 
lumbering white bear in a. great 
furry headgear (papakho). Asa 
matter of fact, after 1917,” English 
cartoonists continued to represent 
Russla as that same white bear, but 
‘one who had exchanged his papakha 
for a Red Army cap. Russians. of 
course, have no objection to their 
country being personified by a bear, 
but never cease to wonder why he 
should be a white one, You will sec 
dears in many parts of Russia, but 
they will always: be brown ‘on 
styled playfully by Russians 
Mishka or (his full’ name). Bfikhait 
Ivanovitch Toptygin, Tt was a bear 
of this sort that enjoyed the rank of 
mascot in one of the Russian regi- 
ments on the French Front. 
Cordiality Shown 

Although in the 19th century 
Russians often blamed England in 
the world of political intrigue, a 
feeling of ready cordiality to English- 
men ‘was always alive. “A well- 
known humourist, Mme. Tem, recent 
ly depicted a Russian eltizen of St. 
Petersburg who, for reasons un- 
imown, was in love with everything 

















English. He studied the English 
tongue and was the constant custom- 
gr at, an English store.” Now “he 
bought a travelling rug, now a 
London tie, now a Harris twoed 
Jacket, ‘The cost of these articles 


Was very high, but even that fact 
seemed {0 please him greatly; and he 

soled himself with the aphorism: 
‘am not so rich that I can afford to 
buy cheap things." | For Andrei 
Andreleviteh the store's chief allure 
ment was that he could talk in 
English to the salesman. “Such a 
cultured English face,” he would say, 
“and such a wonderful Oxford 
accent!” Every Russian knew that of 
all accents the Oxford accent is the 
dest, and that it one should talle in 
English, it should be only in the 
Oxtord' accent. Androl Andreleviteh 
asserted that it should not be thought 
that the average “Englishman isa 
fairchaired, ruddy-cheeked, stalwart 
elod with protruding teeth: that, on 
the contrary, the average Englishman 
{s somewhat’ small of stature, slightly 
snub-nosed, “if anything, lean—but 
totally lacking in that English: ple 
‘matism which we Russians have ii 
vented. All that is stuff 
senso! A real average Engli 
used to aver, ig no different from us 
mortals, He'can be seen excited and 
irritated—in short, ho ig a man and 
not a machine. Russian Anglophiles 
frowned on the French and Gorman 
manner of dressing. “Everything 
fitted tightly,” they complained, 
“everything loud-coloured and gaudy. 
Now the English style. that's differ- 
ent. “Dark coloured sults,» dark 
coloured ties, socks...” 

Its true that Inter Andrei Andrel~ 
eviteh, having become an emigrant, 
came ‘across (in a Paris store) that 
same salesman who before the re- 
volution used to arouse his admira— 
tlon; and discovered to his surprise 
that’ the salesman was a hundred per 
cent, Russian who talked with 
Andrei Androievitch In the “Oxford 
faecent” “because he worked in an 
English store and “took Andvel 
Andreieviteh for an Englishman, But, 
kenerally speaking, the respoet for 
everything English was great. 

“With Especial Awe 

It in St. Petersburg a prominent 
figure knew French and’ German, 
that was, taken as a matter of course: 
but if he could also explain himself 
in English, everyone regarded him 
with special awe. Tt is a moot point 
whether the famous member of 
Parliament, Mfr. ‘V. D. Nabokov, 
earned more fame as a prominent 
jurist or ag a man who could speak 
English “ike “an Englishman.” In 
describing his “meeting with Leo 
‘Tolstoy in 1902, A. Kuprin ‘waxes 
especially enthusiastic over the faet 
that Tolstoy spoke Auently—and with 
that same Oxford accent—with a 
group of Englishmen who recognized 
and approached him on a ship 
Crimea. twas" well-known 
Russia that Emperor Nicholas Tl and 
Empress Alexandra, niece of Queen 
Victoria, corresponded in English. NO 
wonder,” then, ‘that when in 1914 
Russia and England beeame brothers 
in arms, in Moscow and St. Pelers- 
burg the most” popular of all the 












































allies turned out to be Englishmen.

A Small Bank’s “Wangle” 
To the Editor of the

Sim—Although Mr. E. Kann did 
not definitely commit himself as to 
the future {rend of exchange, one 
can readily see from his leer of 
‘April 8 that the noted fiscal authority 
views the future. with considerable 
Jdptimism. Your leaderette on the 
following day is more outspoken and 
frankly expressed your considered 
and well placed confidence in the 
monetary situation. 

Tn the unusual circumstances pre- 

iting, the Chinese ‘Treasury De- 
partment has done exceedingly well 
in maintaining the exchange at the 
ante bellum rate for some seven 
‘months without resorting to currency 
Festrletion measures until a fort 
night ago. 

At the outbreak of the hostilities, 
the Chinese dollars were generally 
expected to fall immediately and 
sharply but contrary {0 general 
‘expectations, they have remained re- 
markably fitm. If past performance 
is any indication of the future, one: 
may took forward with the uimost 
confidence. 

Many are thé traders who paid 
dearly for their lack of faith in’ the 
Chinese currency, because they, did 
‘what amounts to selling China short. 

‘These traders bought forward ex- 
change at a premium and by the end. 
‘of the month their exchange con- 
tracts had to be set off resulting in 
arloss of about 2 per cent. Losses 
‘thus susfained were numerous and 














amounted to quite large sums. In 
exireme cases, for the eight months 
of war, some 16 per cent. of the ine 
voice amount of @ consignment was 
ald out for what in the absence of 
better terminology, may ‘be called 
‘premia for. assurance against. cur- 
Teney depreciation and represented 
avery high rate of insurance 


charges. 

In instituting the present exchange 
restrictions the Chinese Government 
ix only following the lead of its 
adversaries who had imposed similar 
restrictions simultaneously with com- 
mencement’ of the hostilities. It Is 
‘obvious that” the present Chinese 
exchange regulation is highly desir~ 
‘able trom both Chinese and’ foreign 
points of view, in that a regulated 
outtlow prevents depletion of Chinese 
resources and makes for stability of 
exchange which makes it possible to 
carry on the litle business now re- 
maining, 

‘Any ‘undue and abrupt depreck 
tion of Chinese currency would des- 
troy ‘such business because with the 
Chinese dollars at a” great disparity, 
prices would soar and it will be 
extremely dimMeult, if not altogether 
impossible to sell European and 
American wares. 

The present weekly allotment of 
one-half million pounds in foreign 
exchange, is based on the weekly 
average requirement of the several 
ast years. Such allotment should 
be totally adequate, the more so as 
(here has been drastic decrease in 
Importation rom Europe’ and Ameri 
ca following the outbreak of fight 
ing... The apparent shortage ii 
foreign exchange is not, therefore, 
duc to any actual insuficieney but 
rather due to the desire of all and 
sundry to convert thelr available 
dollars into foreign currency in the 
ungrounded fear of a tall-spin of 
the Chinese dollars. Commercial 
bills which in normal. times would 
be retired only partially are now 
retired in their entirety with the 
greatest dispatch and exchange cover 
not required for sometime to come 
was eagerly sought after. Thess 
irrational and inconsiderate ‘nels, if 
unrestrained would in due time pitch 
Chinese currency headlong Into the 
cellar and bring about a. calamity 
which should ‘be avoided, 

Even from the extreme pessimistic 
point of view, an orderly withdrawal 
(when and if such is necessary) 
much more preferable that 
orderly one "wherein unnecessary 
casualties are bound to occur, 

‘At this juncture, I should like to 
draw the attention of the finanelal 
Suthorities to an abuse on. the part 
of some of the smaller banks.

U.S.-BRITISH POLICIES

‘The American reaction to the European 
crisis provoked by Hitler’s attitude towards 


“the independence of Austria and the retire- 


ment of My. Eden from the British cabinet 
which oceurred at the same time showed once 
again the strange attitude adopted by o 
section of the American believers in a policy 
of isolation. Just as the legal theorists of the 
Middle Ages thought that the king can do no 
wrong s0 the isolationists, or a large section 
of them, adopt the attitude that England can 
do no right. 

Prior to the European crisis the isolationist 
had made speech after speech and issued 
statement after statement warning _ the 
American public against being dragged by 
British propaganda ‘into the war which the 
British Government was intent on waging 
against the dictator countries to preserve the 
Dl-gotten gains of the great war and maintain’ 
the iniquitous status quo imposed by the| 
‘Treaty of Versailles and guarded by its watch 
dog the League. 





‘The gorged “have” nations were determined 
to resist the offorts of the “have-nots” to 
adjust the situation, ‘They felt insufficiently 
powerful alone so wished America to come 
and pull some of their chestnuts out of the 
fire for them. ‘The isolationists suspected 
the State Department of having an un- 
derstanding with England, if not definite 
then at least implied and time after time

agreement with the dictator countries the 
same isolationist group raised a new cry. 
Congressman Kopplemann of Connecticut for 
example appeared before the Naval Com- 
mittee of the House with the plaint that Eng- 
land had “double-crossed” the United States 
by making a “deal” with dictators. 

Since there was no agreement between 
England and the United States and since the 
very last thing Congressman Kopplemann and 
his fellows wanted was an agreement you 
need gifts comparable to those of a Con- 
igressman to realize how any policy which 
Great Britain might adopt would constitute| 
a "double crossing” of the Unied States. 

Congressman Kopplemann, while an actual 
person, is also a state of mind. 

It is a slate of mind*whieh can lead people! 
to insist that isalation is the only policy for 
the United States to follow, that the injune- 
tion of George, Washington to steer clear of 
European affairs is as sound now as when 
first enunciated, and then in, the same breath 
to insist that an attempt to settle a European 
affair (which by definition means an affair 
in which America has no interest) has “let 
down" the United States. i 

It is a state of mind which can maintain] 
with a wealth and variety of phrase that the 
friendship of Britain is more to be feared’ 
than the hostile actions of other states and 
which ean only feel safe and reassured when’ 
Administration officials declare there is no 
understanding, and would probably like to 
hear for fullest satisfaction that the help of| 
Britain would on no account be accepted 
under any circumstances. ‘ 

Ttis a state of mind which feels that United 
States’ policy must be in need of change if, 
though based entirely on independent Ameri- 
can considerations, it finds itself moving along 
fa course parallel to that of Great Britain. 

It is a state of mind which can lay the] 
blame on Great Britain for every international 
failure while complaining with complacent 
self-pity that poor old Unele Sam is always 
made the scapegoat for the world’s failures. 

It is a state of mind which finds cause for| 
complaint in the fact that Europe goes back 
fo the old theory of balance of power and! 














yet can seck confirmation for its own 
philosophy in views expressed to mect 9 
“stage-coach” world; which can maintain that 
the wld conception’ of neutrality, of treating 
all involved in a dispute on the same footing, 
Is valid despite the Kellogg Pact outlawing 
the use of force as a national policy. 

At the State Department at the other end 
of Pennsylvania Avenue one finds an entirely 
different state of mind existing. It is disdain- 
ful of the contradictions and paradoxes of the 
Congressional isolationists and goes through 
all the motions of carrying out a national for- 
ign policy which Congress never permits! 
it to perform and which it eannot for political 
reasons bring pressure tq bear on Congress 
to have carried out. Since Congress will not] 
permit State Department officials to carry out| 
their policies they hope that Great Britain 
will act in accordance with them and if she 
does not incline to allow their irritation to 
show and express privately the opinion that} 
they have been “let dow: 

‘The complaint of the executive officials that 
Britain does not back them up would have 
more force if they backed themselves up 
with greater vigour. Otherwise there is a 
faint ‘trace in their attitude of advising 
Casabianea to be true to his principles and 
stay on the burning deck at the risk of letting] 
down his friends safe on shore. 

‘The paradox of American foreign policy, 
recent events have shown more clearly than 
ever before, is due to the fact that there are| 
two American foreign policies, distinct and 
diametrically opposed, one Congressional and| 
‘one Administrative. 

Congressional fareign policy is based on the| 
assumption that the United States has no] 
right to. concern itself with moral issues. 
‘Treaty-breakers and treaty-keepers must be 
placed on the same footing. 

Administration foreign policy is based on’ 
the opposite theory that the United States is| 
most essentially concerned with moral issues| 
and must bring pressure to bear upon treaty- 
breakers (provided pressure is moral and im- 
material). 














Administration foreign policy has its roots| 
in the Kellogg Pact which was accepted “as| 
‘a positive obligation to direct national policy 
in accordance with its pledges” after the! 
famous Rapidan conversations between] 
Premier Macdonald and President Hoover. 
(Zn that joint declaration moreover was to| 
be found the germ of “parallel action” in 
the cause of peace upon which Secretary Hull 
Insists.) 

Nations which went to war contrary to the| 
pact’s terms broke a treaty to which the 
United States was a party along with the rest} 
of the civilized world, Countries which com- 
mitted aggressive acts could not therefore] 
according to the Kellogg Pact—accepted as 
the lodestone of American policy—be treated 
‘on the same terms as those countries which| 
maintained their international obligations. 

‘The true significance of the Kellogg Pact 
‘was not appreciated at the time or the Senate| 
would most certainly not have ratified it with 
only one dissenting voice. Upon it Secretary 
Stimson and Secretary Hull have built an 
imposing edifice. Secretary Stimson drew 
from it three positive implications; the right 
‘of warning, the right of consultation and the| 
doctrine of non-recognition. Of a more 
general character was the doctrine that the 
United States did have international obliga- 
tions. ‘The doctrine of non-recognition still 
stands but the other two corollaries have run 
to cover beneath Congressional criticism. 

The right of warning (telling other 
signatories that actions were leading to a 
dangerous situation) was dodged by Sceretary 
Hull in the Abyssinian crisis despite a clever| 
attempt of Haile Selassie to have it invoked. 
The right or perhaps better the duty of con- 
sultation was made dependent upon a general 


disarmament agreement which would have| . 


made it less obnoxtous to the isolationists. In 
its place was substituted the less spectacular 
policy of following an independent course| 
aecompanied by full exchange of information| 
‘and consultation on matters as they happened] 
to occur. 

‘Throughout the last ten years these two for-| 
cign policies have jockeyed for position 
Usually the Congressional policy thwarts the| 
Administration ‘policy. Occasionally _ the| 
‘Administration thwarts Congressional policy, 
‘as was done when the Neutratity Act enshrin- 
ing the principle of no moral judgments was] 
ignored in the Far Eastern crisis and at the 
same time a statement issued by the State] 
Department denouncing Japan as an age 
‘pressor. 








Congress rejected the Treaty of Versailles 
‘and the League. Collective action and sane~ 
tions by the United States have never been 
within the realm of possi sinee then. 
‘That was the first and greatest isolationist 
vietory. Others of varying degree were 
secured during the Manchurian crisis of 1932 
when Secretary Stimson was hampered by 











World Court, Its tast triumph was to hamper| 
the efforts of the Administration at the 
Brussels conference by making it plain that 
any positive course of action decided upon 
would be opposed in Congress. 

In speaking of Congressional and Admini- 
stration foreign policies the reference is to 
the dominant policy of each branch. Ali 
Congressmen do not agree with Congressional 
‘policy but they are in a minority, while there| 
are a few State Department officials on the| 
other hand wl are possibly more sy 
pathetic to Congressional policy than to that| 
of the Secretary of State. 

Since the failure of the Brussels conference 
‘and the sinking of the Panay the Administra 
tion have realized that if their own policy is! 
to be dominant a campaign of “education” is| 
essential. There is little doubt that had 
half the energy been put behind the foreign. 
policy of the Administration as was put be- 
hind its domestic policy the Department of 
State would command a great deal more 
‘support than it now does.

ton failed in his endeavour, but later or- 
nithologists brought the bird from Holland and 
established it all over England and Wales. Now 
it is regarded as a pest......0 day 
hunter which kills young chickens and 
birds. Hence the enquiry which sought to 
prove that the Little Owl seldom touches. 
chickens and game birds but lives mainly on. 
the larvae of harmful insects, beetles and 
vermin....the whole enquiry being based on. 
the scientific analysis of the “pellets” which all 
birds of prey eject through the gullet and beak 
Jn order to get rid of undigested matter. My 
Deller is that the Little Owl was vindicated, 
‘but I cannot say definitely and prefer to think 
‘of the good work already secomplished through 
this strange habit of predatory birds: of Reau- 
mur (he of the thermomelsr) who in 1740 
was keeping a tame Buzzard and making it 
swallow a perforated metal cylinder so that) 
when the bird ejected it he could see what had 
hhappened to the food it had contained......of 
Spallanzani who followed this up by swaliow~ 
Ing a linen bag on the end of string, and pulled 
it up for examination 24 hours later; he also 
Kept a Buzzard and learnt the trick from him! 
So if birds of prey have harmed a few game 
birds, they have certainly done thelr bit for 
medical science, 

April 5—Today is the Chinese Ching-Ming 
day of Pure Brightness—the day when every 
ood Chinese countryman attends to his family 
graves and takes home sprigs of Willow to 
place over the front door of his house. I went. 
Out early and quartered four square miles. of 
country to see how things were going under:

‘There I found the Buzzard on a high grave- 
mound which he has apparently adopted as his 
Wateh-house: he was playing with some scraps 
‘which T could not identify through the glasses, 
s0 walked across to examine the latest “prey.” 
‘To my surprise I found that the pieces he was 
tossing about in his beak were scraps of cloth 

khaki, blue and grey. ..perhaps dich-cloths 
oF any such remnants which might be left be- 
hind. by a retreating army. Then it was that a 
horrible idea occurred to me: why khaki, blue 
and grey? Could it possibly be that this bird 
hhad collected his seraps of cloth: from....No! T 
could not stomach such a thought before break- 
fast, So 1 hurried off home hoping that perhaps 
a real day of Pure Brightness may some time 
come again.

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Kite-Flying Time 
In China 


By Amtuun oe Cane Sowemny 





















In’ most civilized eciuntries the 
flying of kites Is one of the pastimes 
of the youths and may be indulged 
in at-any time of the year when the 
weather is favourable. It is essen- 
tially 'an amausement for the younger 
section of the community and Is ecr-| 
tainly not restricted to any special 
‘season, except, perhaps, that more: 
Kiteef'ying takes place in the warmer 
months, specially during summer, 
‘because it is then that the open air 
fs more inviting than in winter. 

In’ China, where, traditionally, 
almost everything is done differentiy 
from anywhere else in the world, 
kkite-fiying, not only isthe sport. of! 
grown men, as much or more than 
{Us of boys, but, at least in northern 
‘and central China, is strictly confined 
to one period in the year, and 
that a comparatively short one. No 
northern Chinese would dream of 
fying & kite except in the early 
spring, from some time after the end| 
Of the New Year holiday's of the old 
lunar calendar till about the middle 
cf spring. Just why this is the ease 
the writer has never been able to 
find ‘out, but he well remembers 
being laughed to scorn, when, as a 
Ted living In the far interior” of 
China, he asked the gatekeeper to} 
Duy him a kite in the summer time. 


‘Special Foochow Festival 

Bredon and 'Mitrophanow in their 
book "The Moon Year" describe a 
special iite-flying festival in Foochow, 
Which, they state, takes place on the 
‘th day of the Sth moon, enormous 
crowds of people going out from the 
city to the neighbouring ‘hills to, 
watch the rivalry and competition 
between the Kitedyors. ‘They make 
‘no mention of the regular kite-fying 
In other parts of China, which, in

that’'spin ‘rapidly In. the wind and 
‘make a buzzing sound, is a favourite] 
design, as also are the butterfly ancl 
the hawk, ‘The latter is very realis- 
le and looks exactly ike a real bird 
hovering in the air 


Centipede Most Striking Design 

‘The tadpole, too, is a creature that 
veadily Tends’ its ‘form to the kite- 
maker, but the most striking design| 
is, perhaps, the centipede. This kite| 
Is’ made of a series of a dozen or 
‘more paper dises fastened one behind 
rrother, Each has a long feathery 
log sticking out on elther side. The 
foromost dise represents the "head, 
fond has eyes in i that revolve in the 
wind and buzz lke those of the 
Uish-kites. When hanging in the air 
this contraption faithfully reproduces 
the appearance of the creature it*re- 
resents. 

Sometimes a small bamboo bow 
with a. silk ribbon stretched taught 
i fastened to the kite in such a way 
that the wind makes the ritbon tum 
xo loudly that the noise canbe 
plainly heard from the ground even 
When. the kite is at a considerable 
height. 

‘The Chinese have also invented, an 
ingenious ttle subsidiary kite in the 
form of a butterfly with collapsible 
wings, which they send up the line 
of a big kile as a messenger. It is 
‘supposed to toll the big Kite that it 
ig time for it to come down. ‘The 
Wings are set rigid for the ascent 
und-are held so by a piece of string. 
‘small. buneh of firecrackers is at- 
tached to the string and also a piece 
of burning incense. 

Unique Messenger 

‘The mossongor kite ascends to the 
main kele and there it remains tl 
the incense has burnt down to the 
fusos of the firecrackers. ‘These go 
off, burning through the string that 
‘holds rigid the wings of the messen- 
ger kite. The winds collapse and 
the messenger kite returns to earth, 
sliding slowly down the line. “‘The| 
hig kite is then hauled in, and the 
fittle drama, which has greatly 
pleased and amused every onlooker, 
Juvenile or adult. has been brought 
toa successful close, 

‘Sometimes rival kiteQyers deliber- 
ately try to bring each other's kites 
down by crossing and fouling lines.
